NEWS IN BRIEF.

——The bankers of the Dis of Colum- 
bia paid their respects yesterd ou Secretary 
Folger. 

——The crews of the life-saving steamers 
threaten to resign unless their pay is in- 
creased. 

he betrothal of Prince 333 of 
England and Princess Helene of Waldeck is 
officially announced. 


——During the ten months ending Oct. 31, 
1881, 114,789 emigrants sailed from Bremen, 
Germany, for the United States, 


—Generally fair weather, cold north to 
west winds, shifting to warmer east and 
south winds, for this region today. 


—JIt is reported that five men #rho escaped 
in a boat from the burning 2 Solway 
off the Irish coast have been pieked up. 

——A hotel (the Prospect House) and the 
town-hall at Eglington, Ont., wére destroyed 
by fire yesterday. The loss is estimated at 
$25,000. The insurance is $20,009, 

——The Rev. J. E. Forrester, D. D., who 
was at one time pastor of one pt the Chica- 
go churches, and who also filléd a pulpit at 
Aurora, III., was interred yesterday at Athol, 
Mass. 

—Uhief-Justice Waite rendered a de- 
cision in the Supreme Court yesterday, hold- 
ing that the capital of a bank invested in 
foreign countries can be taxed by the United 
States. : 

——President Grévy has established tele- 
phonic communication between the Elysée 
and the Opera Comique and the Theatre 
Francaise, and intends giving a series of 
telephonic at homes” this winter. 

Miss Emma Thursby hap returned to 
Paris from a professiona) tour in Scandina- 
via, which has beena great success. She 
gave fifty-three concerts in Norway, Den- 
mark, and Sweden, which were attended by 
nearly 250,000 people. 

—Osborn Pitts, of Columbus, Ga., wagered 
that he could drink a quart of whisky. He 
did drink the quantity indicated, but was 
taken home dead. The person who supplied 
him with the whisky, one Dennison, has 
been arrested, and properly. 

Mr. Garrett, President of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad Company, received a tele- 
gram from Leon Chotteau yesterday which 
intimates that the new Fretich Cabinet is 
favorable to the repeal of the decree pro- 
hibiting the importation of American pork 
and lard. 

—Acting-Postmaster-General Ha tton has 
decided that matter produced by a hand- 
stamp, type-writer, or copy press, is prima 
facie subject to first-class rates of postage, 
but where it is shown that the matter is in- 
tended for use among more than two parties, 
and is not personal to the parties, itis not 
subject to first-class rates. 

——At the meeting of the Board of County 
Commissioners yesterday a resolution offered 


by Commissioner Ayars, declaring the toll 


roads of Cook County a rel days, 
and directing the board to take such action 
as will enablethe county to obtain possession 
of them with a view to making them free to 
the public, was adopted. 


——A dispatch says that Paddy Ryan and 
John L. Sullivan, the prize-fighters, their 
seconds, and friends have been hovering be- 
tween Niagara Falls and Suspension Bridge 
since Saturday, and that it is expected that 
the fight which was announced for January 
may occur today. The police on both sides 
of the river are on the alert. 


-—The aggregate gross exchanges of 
twenty-two leading clearing-houses of the 
United States for the week ending Nov. 19 
were 81.198, 803.445. New York, of course, 
leads, with $892,319,707; then comes Boston 
with $86,781,980; Philadelphia’s clearings 
were $55,969,492; Chicago’s, $46,857,356; while 
the clearings at St. Louis were only 818,552, 
432, and at Cincinnati $20,725,000. 


— The Dutch Minister of Finance said 
yesterday, addressing the Chamber of Depu- 
ties at The Hague, that he was unable to 
propose any measure to check the outflow of 
gold from Holland pending the conclusions 
of the Monetary Conference, but he added 
that should that body not adopt bimetallism 
Holland would be obliged either to demone- 
tize silver at an enormous cost or revert to a 
single silver standard. 

——The Kennebec (Me.) Journal says that 
it is authorized to state that Mr. Blaine will 
not be a candidate for Congress, for Govern- 
or of Maine, or for election to the United 
States Senate, and that the story that he is 
going as United States Minister to England 
has no foundation whatever. He will retire 
from the Cabinet early next month, and will 
then devote himself entirely to his private 
affairs. 


— One Maccaluso, a crazy Sicilian, at- 
tempted to shoot Depretis, the Italian 
Premier, in the Chamber of Deputies at 
Rome yesterday. He was prevented by the 
bystanders, and only succeeded in throwing 
his revolver from the gallery into the Cham- 
ber. It did not explode. Maccaluso pre- 
sented himself at the police station yester- 
day morning and asked to be watched dur- 
ing the day, as he feared he would otherwise 
commit some excess. He has been arrested. 


——A nolle prosequi has been entered in 
the case of Lawrence R. Jerome, who was 
indicted some time ago with Edward N. 
Patchell ana William Gibbon for the larceny 
of $87,000 worth of bonds belonging to Bray- 
ton, Ives & Co., of New York. The ques- 
tion will naturally occur to most persons, 
Would a nolle prosequi have been entered if 
it was Patrick O’ Haggerty, and not the son 
of Leonard Jerome, who was indicted ? 


— While Guiteau and his guards were 
awaiting the arrival of the prison van yester- 
day after the adjournment of the court the 
disgusting exhibition of a number of persons 
applying to him for his autograph was wit- 
nessed. The fellow acceded to the requests 
of the persons who applied, and was of 
course greatly gratified. His vanity was 
further increased by the fact that a number 
of ladies watched him through opera-glasses 
as he was being taken back to prison. 

——Messrs. Albright, Coburn, Ayars, Stew- 
art, and Rheinwald, of the Hospital Com- 
mittee of the County Board, presented a re- 
port at the board meeting yesterday white- 
washing Warden Mills, of the hospital, and 
exonerating him from all blame in the matter 
of the payment of employés, etc. The re- 
port will hardly be accepted by the public, 
except as showing that the Commissioners 
named seem not to-understand their duty to 
the public, or if they do that they are not 
capabie of doing their duty. Mr. Purington 
submitted a minority report charging that 
the hospital pay-rolis had been bunglingly 


| handled, and that the Warden’s conduct in 
the matter was deserving of the severest ; 


} censure, and this report received but two 


votes in its support—those of Commissioners 
Knopf and Senne. 


——Harris, Pierce, and the other persons 
who are being prosecuted by the State au- 
thorities for doing an insurance business for 
unauthorized companies in this city, affect 
not to care much about the prosecution. 
They will base their defense on the alleged 
fact that they are agents for the assurers and 
not for the companies, also that the law 
against the “ underzround ” companies, as 
the concerns which they represent are called, 
is unconstitutional. They have employed 
Leonard Swett to conduct the defense. 


MI. J. Frank Lawrence has resigned 
his position as West Side Park Comuiission- 
er because he believes that his power for 
good has passed away. In a letter to the 
board yesterday he criticises the action of 
that body in paying Amberg & Co., the con- 
tractors, 85 per cent of their bill on the esti- 
mate of the Engineer. He also criticised the 
Board for other shortcomings in regard to 
other cOntractors. Mr. McCrea was 
“pained” at Lawrence's language, Mr. 
Woodard did not like it, and all the mem- 
bers voted in favor of the acceptance of the 
resignation. 


Representative Reed, of Maine, has 
entered on an active canvass for the Speaker- 
ship of the next House of Representatives. 
He says he expects to win. Representative 
George R. Davis says that he is not now and 
never has “been a candidate for the Speaker- 
ship. Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, favors 
Reed, and says that as he is much stronger 
than Hiscock, all the Eastern men ought to 
unite on him. It is not probable that the 
Eastern men will follow Robeson’s advice. 
Too many of them are candidates. Of the 
twenty Republican Congressmen now in 
Washington eight are canvassing for the 
place. 


——It is now generally conceded by the 
Democratic Congressmen that five Green- 
backers, the two Readjusters, and Hyatt 
Smith, Independent; will vote with the 146 
Republican Congressmen in organizing the 
House, thus giving the Republicans a clear 
majority of ten over the combined opposi- 
tion. Abe Hewitt and several other Demo- 
cratic Congressmen have declared that they 
will have nothing to do with a Democratic- 
Greenback coalition to secure the organiza- 
tion, and that project has in consequence 
been abandoned. 

——Mr. Robert Porter, the well-known 
Chicago. journalist, whose economic and 
statistical articles in the various periodicals 
of the day have attracted world-wide atten- 
tion, has obtained control of the Inter- 
national Review, and will edit it in con- 
nection with Mr. Henry Gannett, who has 
been the geographer of the Census Bureau 
under Gen. Walker. Mr. Porter intends to 
improve the character of the contributions 
to the Review, and to extend its usefulness 
and reputation by adding to the list of con- 
tributors some of the best living essayists 
and authors. 

— Ide friends of Mr. Rounds of Chica- 
go called on President Arthur yesterday to 
urge his appointment to the position of Pub- 
| lic Printer. It is not known whether Mr. 
Defrees, the present Public Printer. is going 
to be removed, but that he is not liked by 
the Stalwarts, and that he has spoken too 
freely in condemnation of Gen. Grant, are 
taken as pointing to his probable removal, in 
which case Mr. Rounds, who has a powerful 
backing, and who is highly recommended, 
will probably get the place. His chief com- 
petitor seems to be Mr. Oyster, a Pennsyl- 
vanian, who has had charge of the printing 
of the Congressional Record for some years. 


In another page will be found extracts 
from the annual report of the Postmaster- 
General, which will amply repay perusal. 
From these it appears that during the last 
fiscal year the expenditures for the postal 
service were $39,251,736, and the revenue de- 
rived from all sources $36,785,398; the num- 
ber of ordinary letter postage-stamps issued 
was 954,128,450, the number of postal-cards, 
308,536,500, and the number of newspaper 
and periodical stamps 1,995,788. The whole 
number of letters mailed during the 
year was 1,046,107,348, of which 3,525,621 
found their way to the Dead-Letter Office. 
The report deals with the working of the 
post-office money-order system, which has 
been satisfactory, the star-route extrava- 
gances, and the deficiencies in the postal 
service. Mr. James makes objection to the 
system of carrying freight matter by mail, 
and says that the system of free delivery in 
cities is more than self-sustaining. 


When the court resumed its sitting yes- 
terday Mr. Robinson, the counsel assigned 
by Judge Cox to assist Scovillein the defense 
of Guiteau, asked permission of the Court to 
withdraw from the case. He based his re- 
quest, which was granted, on the criticism 
of Scoville on him in an interview published 
in a Washington newspaper. Drs. Wood- 
ward and Lamb were examined for the 
prosecution. Their examination closed the 
case. Guiteau, who was as insolent and 
annoying as usual, was then permitted to 
make a speech. He said he wanted the 
statement made by the physicians on the 
25th of July, that the wound was not mortal, 
dwelt upon; that their statement showed 
that death was caused by malpractice. He 
then fell back on his blasphemous declaration 
that he was the instrument of the Deity, and 
that his speech, which was first given to the 
public by Tun Tripunk a week ago yester- 
day, was the speech he would have the jury 
to consider. That was his speech. Mr. Sco 
ville followed and asked for further time to 
prepare the defense, and the court adjourned 
in order to accommodate him. He will finish 
his speech this morning. 


Dr. Loring, Commissioner of Agricult- 
ure, was waited on yesterday by a committee 
of the National Grange, who were appointed 
to urge the elevation of his department to a 
higher rank. The committee in the name of 
the Grange protested against inciuding in the 
department other than agricultural indus- 
tries. Dr. Loring, in reply, said that he had 
advocated the enlargement of his 
department so as to include those 
interests which are intimately con- 
nected with agriculture, but had also 
urged the creation of a Bureau of Manu- 
factures to collect and publish information 
which would be helpful to the producers and 
manufacturers of cotton, wool, etc. He also 
thought there should be a Mining Bureau. 
He informed the committee that President 
Garfield had expressed himself in favor of 
connecting the Land-Office with a new de- 
partinent of industries, whose chief, it may 
be inferred from Dr. Loring’s language, 
the late President thought should be a 
Cabinet officer. Dr. Loring also thinks 
that a law jequalizing railroad fares and 
freight rates would be beneficial to the in- 
terests of the country. He told the commit- 
tee that the matter of making his a Cabinet 
office would more appropriately be urged by 
the representatives of tne agricultural in- 


terests than by himself.

Trip of the Cowardly Pris- 
| oner from Jail to 
Court. 


Chattering of His Teeth from 
the Chilliness of the 
Weather. 


Withdrawal of Robinson Because of 
the Abandonment of Mal- 
practice Tactics. 


The Assasin Given a Full Oppor- 
tunity to Address Court 
and Jury. 


He Is Afraid to Stand on His 
Feet, and Says Very 
Little. 


Scoville Makes an Address, as 
Plain as Brutus’ and as 
Effective. 


He Has Already Convinced Every- 
body that He Believes the 
Assasin Insane. 


A Widespread Apprehension that 
the Accused Is Really a 
Crazy Fool. 


Bill Jones Is in the Hands of His Friends, 
and Oannot Be Identified as 
the Avenger. 


SCOVILLE’S PLEA. 
A VERY ADROIT SPEECH. 
Epecial Dispatch to The Chicas. bun, 
WasHinearTon, D. C., Nov. 21.—The prose- 
cution rested their case today and Mr. Sco- 
ville began his opening address to the jury 
for the defense. Mr. Robinson began the 
day’s proceeding by a very cogent statement 
of the difference which exists between him- 
selfand Mr. Scoville as to the proper con- 
duct of the defense, and, in consequence of 
these disagreements, asked to be excused 
from further connection with the trial. This 
request Judge Cox, after afew compliment- 
ary remarks, granted. Mr. Scoville said he 
hopedto have oer counsel to assist him 
before long. The Court said that any coun- 
sel which was agreeable to him would be 
satisfactory to the Court The Judge, how- 
ever, made no offer himself to appoint a sub- 
stitute for Mr. Robinson, nor did he indicate 
any purpose to do so. Mr. Robinson said 
that, in his view of the case, he thought that 
EVERY POSSIBLE GROUND OF DEFENSE 

should be made, and, under this sense of duty, 
he felt disposed to see what foundation there 
could be found for a defense on the ground 
of malpractice. Mr. Scoville, however, de- 
clined to go into that phase of the question, 
thinking it immaterial and outside the mer- 
its of the case. In his view of it, theonly de- 
fense was the insanity of the prisoner. The 
breach was plainly vital between the two 
men, and involved the management of the 
defense so that no other issue was possible, 
except the withdrawal of one. Mr. Robinson, 
has ceased his connection with the case. He 
was, from the first,in a very embarrassing 
position, but it cannot be said that he has 
made a very great reputation by his conduct. 

THE SYMPATHIES OF THE PEOPLE 
genefally are with Mr. Scoville, who, from 
first to last, has shown a disinterested desire 
to serve the prisoner and the ends of justice, 
and has managed the case with great ability. 
Ile may not be a great criminal lawyer, but 
he is a man of strong common sense, and is 
making undoubtedly, by his management of 
the present case, a fine reputation. His ad- 
dress to the jury was couched in admirable 
language, and delivered in a very effective 
style. It was his cue, and he used it to ap- 
pear as a man among men, a citizen among 
citizens, 

LAMENTING AS MUCH AS ANYBODY 
the tragedy which made these proceedings 
necessary, and at the same time asa man 
who desired—as he took it for granted all 
good citizens desired—that the facts should be 
brought out and the cause of justice vindl- 
cated. The only defense he made was that 
the prisoner was insane. He believed it. 
Ile believed that when he called ‘iis wit- 
nesses it would be evident to the jury that he 
was insane. That being his belief and con- 
viction, he asked the jury 


TO PUT ASIDE ALL PREJUDICE AND SENTI- 
MENT, 


and look as the facts, so far as they could, 
asif the shooting had been done by one com- 
mon laborer against another in a street fra- 
cas. They were not there to weep over the 
sufferings of the President, or of his chil- 
dren, or of the destitute mother in her home; 
nor were they to consider the grave political 
results following. It was a simple question 
of homicide and the guilt of the assailant. In 
regard to the expert testimony which he 
would summon, he said that it would prob- 
ably differ. Probably they would find ex- 
perts ranging themselves on ove side and on 
the other, and 
IN RESPECT TO THIS DIFFERENCE 

he would say that the experts for the Gov- 
ernment—while he would not impugn their 
motives—were swift witnesses and under 
pay: whereas the witnesses ‘which he would 
call had been dragged by the force of the 
law from their homes against their protests 
and wishes, and would get nothing for their 
testimony, not even their traveling-ex penses, 
except to a limited extent, in addition to the 
regular witness-fee. They would testify, if 
they testified at all, in favor of insanity, 
against their own interests, and with extreme 
reluctance. The jury must weigh this fact in 
any difference which came out in the evi- 
dence.

between himself and the Government. He 
had not tried a criminal case for twenty 
years.

THE TRIAL. 
PROCEEDINGS YESTERDAY. 

WasHineton, D. C., Nov. 21.—Guitean 
had a sufficient escort this morning, no less 
than eight mounted policemen being detailed 
to guard him on the way to court. He ar- 
rived at the court-house as early as 7 o'clock, 
but at that hour a crowd numbering 300 had 
assembled. When he descended from the 
van he showed evident nervousness. As he 
was proceeding up the long opening, lined 
on each side with people, his teeth chattered 
with fear. He sped along at an increased 
pace, desirous to get out of the crowd as 
quickly as possible. Arriving within the 
walls of the building he gave a sigh of relief, 
and was hurried up the stairs to wait the as 
sembling of the court, which was called to 
order at 10:08 o’clock. 


THE OPENING OF COURT. 


The crowd about the court-house this 
morning was three times greater than Satur- 
day, and it was with the greatést difficulty 
that those entitled to admission could fore 
their way through the corridors to the crimi- 
nal court- room. The opening of court was 
delayed some minutes in consequence. Gul- 
teau arrived in the van at 9 o’clock, having 
an escort of three mounted policemen in ad- * 
dition to the two officers gn the vam. lle was 
at once taken to his room, where be break: 
fasted and read the morning papers. He. 
seemed to have recovered entirely from his 
scare. Ile attributed his escape Saturday to 
the interposition of the Deity, and desired 
his hearers to understand that he waa not 
afraid to die if the Deity desired it, but he 
did not want to be shot down like a dog be- 
fore be had time to fully vindicate his con- 
duct in a court of justice. Upon being 
brought into court Guiteau at once devoted 
himself to his papers, and, contrary to gen- 
eral expectation, made no denionstrations 
whatever or allusions to the late attempts 
upon his life. 

ROBINSON WITHDRAWS. 

Immediately upon the opening of court 
Robinson arose and addressed the Court for 
the purpose ot calling attention to an article 
in the Sunday Post, in which Scoville was 
made to say he should request the withdraw- 
al of Robinson from the case, as he (Scoville) 
had become satisfied that he (Robinson) 
could be of no assistance, but rather an em- 
barrassment in the conduct of the defense, 
Robinson criticised in severe terms the dis- 
courtesy he had received from Scoville. He 
was here interrupted by Guiteau, who broke 
in with: “ Your Honor, I want Robinson to 
stay in.” Continuing, Robinson requested 
the Court to grant his discharge from the 
case, and positively stated he could not, with 
proper self-respect, remain in association 
with Scoville. 

Guiteau, who had been closely following 
Robinson all through the latter portion of © 
his speech, bibke in again, and, with consid- 
erable warmth, said: That's an able 
speech, and 1 agree with most of it. If he 
had only made it last Monday there never 
would have been any disturbance between 
us.“ 

Scoville here tried to quiet Gulteau, when 
he retarted upon him: “Keep quiet your- 
self. I’m talking now. I sympathize with 
Robinson, not with you (Scoville) in the 
matter of malpractice. He has gut the true 
idea of it.” 

Scoville made a brief statement, deploring 
the disagreement, after which Judge Cox re- 
lieved Robinson from further connection 
with the defense. Ile said he did not antiel- 
pate being entirely without assistance, as he 
was still negotiating with a centioman from 
Chicago.

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BILL JONES. 
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The Police Court and the city-hall where 
Guiteau is tried are within one square of 
each other, and it was feared that a crowd 
might be.so much in the cause 
which Jones is charged with having at-

INCITED TO ATTACK THE VAN, 
which, at the usual hour of holding the 
Police Court, would be approaching the eity- 
hall with Guiteau for today’s trial. Ac- 
cordingly Jones was arraigned before even 
his counsel could arrive, although a telegram 
had been sent to the latter to be in the city at 
the Police Court at 7 o’clock this morning. 
Jones, when brought to the court, appeared 
to have no apprehension whatever as to his 
own fate. He was utterly unconeerned, and, 
to judge from his appearance, one could very 
readily see that he was a man of reckless 
daring, whether he planned the assault upon 
Guiteau or not. Jones is a small-sized, stout 
man, with a dark mustache, a powerfully de- 
veloped frame, resembling in physical de- 
scription the man whom Officer Edelin said 
shot at Guiteau. 
OFFICER EDELIN 
was “present in the Police Court this morn- 
ing, gave another seemingly careful look at 
the prisoner, and stated to the Judge that he 
positively couid not identify him. The po- 
lice, of eourse, are anxious to vindicate the 
skill of the department and to perform their 
duties under their oaths, but there is noticea- 
ble a very tender feeling toward William 
Jones, and, while there is no absolute evi- 
dence to warrant this assertion, there are 
some indications that no extraordinary zeal 
will be manifested to bring Jones to punish- 
ment. Jones, at all events, seemed to feel 
that he was 
IN THE HANDS OF ms FRIENDS, 
and was evidently well known to many of 
the police oflicials present. Perry Carson, 
the colored Deputy-Marshal who stood on 
the steps of the van at the rear at the time 
the shot was fired, it was claimed last night 
had identified the prisoner, but the police 
oflicers sneeringly say that Perry Carson was 
too much alarmed to have been able to iden- 
tify anybody. The truth is the driver of the 
van andthe colored officialin attendance 
‘seemed to have been as thoroughly fright- 
ened as Guiteau was himself. Oflicer Edelin 
was the only man who kept acool head. 
Jones was committed to jail in $5,000 bonds 
to give the police authorities more time to 
obtain evidence to identify him. 
HIS LAWYER 
arrived at the Police Court after he had been 
sent to jail, and soon afterward a friend of 
the fawily came and individually offered to 
x0 $10,000 bail, if necessary. Jones will un- 
doubtedly be released on his bail soon after 
his hearing. Some of his friends say that, if 
he really is the man who attempted to com- 
mit the assault, he is not a person to leave 
his work unfinished, even if he is under bail. 
However, asolitary horseman ” is not likely 
again to be permitted to ride up about the 
van, locate the prisoner, take deliberate aim, 
and fire.

THE VAN 
has been hitherto accompanied from the 
jail to the court- house in the morning by an 
escort of eight mounted police, but the re- 
turn trip has been made without any mount- 
ed men. This morning the eight mounted 
men accompanied the van, and they have 
been ordered to be in readiness every day to 
return with it. The police authorities great- 
ly complain at this large demand upon their 
force to protect Guiteau, as the police force 
is inadequate to the general business of the 
District, and to practically take eight men 
away from active duty for the length of the 
trial seriously embarrasses the force. 
A CASE IN FIJI. 
TRIAL OF A DIRTY DOG.

Fin IsLXN DS, Nov. 21.—There is great 
commotion here among the Dogs—A Mad

death by Hydrophobia.

INDIANA SOLID FOR OBTH.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 21.—Gen. Tom 
Browne and several other Indianians arrived 
here today, and will make an active canvass 
in the interest of the Hon. G. S. Orth for 
Speaker. The entire Indiana delegation is 
committed to his candidacy, and it is claimed 
that under no circumstances will he be with- 
drawn. In other words, Indianians will not 
admit that they have or can have a second 
chgjice. Indianians claim for Mr. Orth all 
that can be claimed for any other candidate. 
It is also urged, and with great vigor, that he 
represents a State having claims for im por- 
tant services in the last campaign which have 
not been recognized. His friends are organ- 
izing for the contest. Col. W. G. Coffin, of 
Kansas, a former citizen of Indiana, is very 
active in his interest. He stated to several 
members of the House today that thirty-five 
years ago he helped to make Mr. Orth Presi- 
dent of the Indiana State Senate, and thata 
more efficient presiaing officer never wielded 
the gavel in that body. A prominent In- 
dianian claimed tonight that Mr. Orth would 
go into the caucus as the second choice of 
fully two-thirds of the delegations which have 
candidates of their own, while he already 
has his share of pledges among the delega- 
tions without candidates. 
DEMOCRATIC CONGRESSMEN 
who have arrived here admit that it will be 
useless to attempt to make any com bination 
to secure the Speakership, and that the Re- 
publicans, with their allies, will have fifteen 
majority over all. The computation by 
which this result is reached, is this: The Re- 
publican strength is as follows: Regular 
Republicans, 146; two Virginia Readjusters, 
2; Hyatt Smith, Independent, 1; five of the 
eight Greenbackers, 5; total Republican 
vote, 154: regular Democrats, 136; Green- 
back Democrats, 3; total, 139; leaving a Re- 
publican working majority of fifteen. 
REPRESENTATIVE REED, OF MAINE, 
has arrived here, and has begun his cam- 
paign for the Speakership. He does not make 
quite so loud a flourish of trumpets as some 
of the other candidates, but he speaks very 
confidently of his suecess, and says, cheer- 
fully: »I am going to win.” 
REPRESENTATIVE GEORGE R. DAVIS 
is here for aday ortwo,on the way to the 
wedding of a sister in Massachusetts. Refer- 
ring to the reports that he isa candidate for 
Speaker. he says that, while obliged to many 
of his triends tor pleasant things said of hin, 
he has not and never had any expectation of 
becoming a candidate for Speaker. He will 
return here soon after Thanksgiving, at 
which time the Speakership contest will act- 
ively begin. 


THE ROLL.

WASHiNGTON, D. C., Nov. 21.—Since the 
election in New York it has been claimed 
that there were 147 straight Republican 
members of the next house, notwithstand- 
the defeat of Astor. The official list of the 
members, as made up by the officers of the 
House, and of those who are entitled to 
draw pay, only contains 146 straight Repub- 
licans, or one short of a majority over all. 
They are, from the different States, as fol- 
lows: Calitornia, 2; Colorado, 1; Connecti- 
cut, 3; IIlinois, 13; Indiana, 8; Lowa, 9; 
Kansas, 3: Kentucky, 1; Louisiana, 1; Maine,

ca, 1; New Hampshire, 3; New Jersey, 4: 
New York, 19: North Carolina, 1; 
Ohio, 15; Oregon, 1; Pennsylvania, 15; 
Rhode Island, 2; ‘Tennessee, 3; Ver- 
mont, 3; Virginia. 2; Wisconsin, 6. 
This is the list of Republicans as they 
will be recognized at the organization of the 
House. There are 136 straight Democrats, 
eight Greenbackers, two Readjusters, and 
one Independent Republican (Smith, of 
Brooklyn). It is almost certain that five of 
the Greenbackers, two Readjusters, and 
Smith, will vote with the Republicans, which 
will give them ten majority. ‘The project of 
attempting a coalition between the Demo- 
crats and Greenbackers to secure the organ- 
ization seems to have been abandoned, since 
Hewitt and several other Democrats declared 
they would not have anything to do with it. 

ROBESON, OF NEW JERSEY, 

says he is in favor of all Eastern members 
uniting upon Reed as the candidate of the 
East, as he regards him asa stronger candi- 
date than Hiscock.

AGRICULTURE. 
DR. LORING’S VIEWS. 
WASHTINOTON, D. C., Nov. 21.—The com- 

mittee appointed by the National Grange to 
confer with Dr. Loring, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, in relation to elevating his De- 
partinent to a higher rank, and to convey the 
protest of the Natlonal Grange against in- 
eluding in that Department other industries 
beyond the legitimate one which it repre- 
sents—agriculture—discharged that duty to- 
day. Commissioner Loring, in reply, said 
he had advocated the enlargement of his De- 
partment so as to include those interests 
which were intimately and to a great extent 
inseparably allied to agriculture. A bureau 
of manufactures ought to be established 
whiere producers could find such informa- 
tion as would be for their best interests in 
the production of cotton, wool, etc. There 
should be a mining bureau. 

PRESIDENT GARFIELD, 
a short time before he received his death- 
wound, said he thought the Land Office 
ought to be connected with a new Depart- 
ment of Industries. As to railroads, he 
thought something might be done by which 
the whole country might be benefited in the 
way of equalization of fares and trausporta- 
tion. He tiiought it would be a benefit to 
have a tabulated rate of freights and fares, 
showiug the working of the railroad systems 
of different States in connection with the 
agricultural interests. ‘Transportation by 
land and water was closely allied to agricult- 
ure. The Commissioner could not urge any 
action looking towards making his a Cabinet 
oftice. This he left to the country and legis- 
lation which the agricultural interest may 
demand,

FILLEY. 
ACCUBED OF DOUBLE-DEALING,. 
Dispatch to St. Louis Times, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Noy. 19.—A letter has 
been found in the Post-Office Department 
not long since which, when published, is 
likely to be interesting reading for certain 
parties. It is from Chauncey I. Filley to 
Secretary Bristow, written about the time of 
the commencement of the whisky prosecu- 
tions, while the former was Postmaster of 
St. Louis and the latter Secretary of the 
Treasury. ‘The letter found is a copy of the 
one referred to, and was sent to Postmaster- 
General Jewell, with whom Filley was in 
active correspondence. At the same time 
his letters were frequent to Bristow. He 
commences by complimenting Bristow on his 
pursuit of the thieves. He assures him of 
the support of the people. He hints at polit- 
ical advancement as his reward, and assures 
him of his personal aid and support. He 
speaks of embarrassiments in Chicago and St, 
Louis, as well as those in Washington.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 21.—The annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Baltimore & Onio Rail- 
way Company was held here today at Camden 
Station. President John W. Garrett occupied 
the chair.

The fifty-fifth annual report 
of the President and Board of Directors 
for the fiscal year ending Sept. 30 
was read and approved. The re- 
port states that the revenues of the 
main stem, including the Winchester & Poto- 
mao, the Metropolitan Branch, the Washington 
City and Point Lookout Roads, and the Somer- 
set & Cambria Road, from Jan. 24, 1881, to Oct. 
1, were $11, 2. 280.56: of the Washington Branch, 
$363,570.45; of the Parkersburg Brauch, $712,- 
158.28; of the Central Ohio Division, $1,006,025.45; 
Lake Erie Division, $809,791.72; and Chicago 
Division, $1,638,661.65; of the Pittsburg & Con- 
nelisville Road, $2,500,548.58; total revenues of 
the entire system, $18,463,877.%6, showing an a- 
crease, compared with 1880,~ of $146,137.16. 
Tne earnings of the main stem and 
its branches, in eomparison with the 
fiscal year 1880, have decreased $107,621.06, 
and the working expenses have increased $218,- 
743.86, making a comparative decrease mn the 
net profits of $326,364.91. The sinking fuud for 
the payment of the loan of the City of Balti- 
more, which was originally $5,000,000, increased 
during the year $114,960.07, makimg the payment 
in advance and in reduction of that toan, which 
will mature in 1890, $2,306,220.41.

A Terrible Struggle for Life. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 21.— The Mate and 
four seamen, survivors ot the French ship 
France, arrived today. The names of the men 
are F. Certin, Rose Quezon, Horellou, and 
Laoute. The Mate makes a long report to the 
French Consul, covering the time from the hur- 
ricane, which struck the ship Oct. 21, till the date 
of rescue; Nov. 2. Two boats, containing the 
Captain and the remainder of the crew, are still 
missing. The France left the St. Lawrence Oct. 
6. On the 8th the biow came on, lasting twenty- 
four hours. The crew was kept steadily at the 
pumps. On the dh Capt. Bourge con- 
sulted the crew, and it was decided to 
throw the cargo overboard. The vessel 
being lightened she made less water 
the 2ist of October, about 4 in the afternoon, 
the wind was furious, and the sails were carried 
away, while the water-casks, compasses, and 
spare-sails were washed overboard by a heavy 
sea, and the wheel- house. caboose, anu bulwarks 
stove, ali the provisions damaged, and the bunks 
flouded. The vessel settiing, the men were put 
throwing more of the cargo overboard, at which 
work they continued until the heavy seas wasb- 
ing into the hold compelied them to nail down 
the hatches. The sea poured in through the 
broken dead-light in the stern, but this was 
finally plugged by a man suspended over the 
stern. The men were kept constantly at the 
pumps and throwing over the cargo, but, 
the water constantly gaining, it was de- 
cided to abandon the ship. Two wound- 
ed men and a cabin boy were 
placed in the ship's yawl, and at half-past 4 on 
the morning of the Ath the Captain, who was 
the lust man, left the ship. He fell into the sea 
in endeavoring to jump into the boat, but was 
rescued. The boats were kept together by a 
line which was attached to the ship. On the 25th 
the men returned on board. The Captain again 
called them together, and each promised to 
make a thanks-offering to Godin the event of 
being saved. The gale coming on that night, 
the ship was again abandoned. 

The ts, notwithstanding the dark nights, 
heavy seas and gales, kept together till the 28th. 
On the 30th the mate saw a small schooner 
steering towards them, but when the five men 
were seen, hauled off, the crew using their 
sweeps to keep away. The men were then left 
to themselves until Nov. 2, when they discovered 
a sail, which they intercepted, and were picked 
up and taken to Bull River. 


The Schooner E. F. Dorr Lost with All 
on Board.

Burr, N. V., Nov. 21.— There seems little 
doubt now that the schooner E. P. Dorr has been 
loston Lake Erie somewhere below Long Point, 
with all bends.

The Situation of Affairs in Boston More 
Encouraging. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Nov. 21.— Business at the Central 
Bank was resumed this morning, and proceeded 
without anything to indicate an unusual state 
ot affairs. The Directors, who were about the 
bank during the forenoon, received many con- 
gratuiations from their friends on the favorable 
outlook. The amount of business transacted 
was about the same as ordinarily, and it is a 
significant fact, as indicating the full restora- 
tion of public coufidence, tha the regular busi- 
ness deposits were largely in excess of the pay- 
ments. Mr. Young has resigned his position as 
Cashier. Many offers of assistance were 
received, but they were not in the 
least needed, and at the close of 
business in the afternoon there was 
upwards of $100,000 more in the vaults than in 
the morning. At the Pacific Bank, Col. Need- 
bam and the Examiner and the Committee of 
the Directors were busy during the entire day in 
overhauling the accounts, securities, etc. A 
number of the principal dcpositors have posted 
notices in the bank that their checks will be 
paid at their offices or at other banks. Distant 
banks keeping their Boston accounts at the Pa- 
cific have transferred as foilows, and persons 
having checks against such banks will present 
them for payment to the new Boston corre- 
spondent herein specified: Bucksport, Me., 
National Bank at the Maveriek, Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank of Bangor at the National Bank of 
Commerce, Pacific National Bank of San Fran- 
cisco at the State National. 

Further conversation with bank Pr esidents 
strengthens tne uutavorable opinion of the bank.

Knowledge of such 
cases has spread to conservative business-men, 
and for more than a year the course of the Pa- 
cific has excited unfavorable comment, coupled 
with predictions of failure. Some of the Pa- 
einc's depositors who have been unable to re- 
cover their woney are likely to feel the pinch 
temporarily, though their ultimate solvency, as 
far as can be ascertained now. ie unques- 
tioned. Little sympathy for the Fa- 
cific is manifested. It seems to have 
been an Ishmaelite among the other Boston 
banks, and Mr. Benyon's business methods, or 
those of his bank, are severely censured. Strong 
language is used against the bank, and there is 
in the best financial circles little speculation 
that the Pacific will be abie to go on unless, be- 
sides all the pecuniary help necessary to set it 
on its feet again, its business methods are radi- 
cally changed. Officers of the strongest banks 
of the city have this adverse opinion of the 
bank, and express it freely.

Tucker Basham’s Flight. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 21.—Tucker Basham, of 
Independence, Mo., who was sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary for complicity iu the 
Glendale train robbery, and was pardoned to 
testify as witness for tne State against Bill 
Ryan, who was recently tried and convicted for 
the same offense, has left the country in a 
sudden and mysterious manner, and his where- 
abouts are entirely unknown. Basham’'s testi- 
mony convicted Ryan, and gave the entire 
gung away. Before the trial he was threat- 
ened witb death if he testified, and dur- 
img the trial his dwellmg-house was set 
on fire,and an attack would have been made 
upon him bad be not been closely guarded. 
Since the trial he has received threaten- 
ing letters, some signed Jesse,“ some Ed.“ 
supposed to be Jesse James and Ed Miller, aud 
Others signed The Boys.“ Masham hus been 
very excited for several weeks, and the letters 
frightened bim so terribly that he concluded his 
only hope to escape tueir vengeance wus to fly 
secretly. He took his wife with him, lett his 
preperty, and even his father does not know 
where ue bas gone. The best posted are thor- 
oughly of opinion that the threatening letters 
were written for the purpose of muking Basham 
leave Independence, and believe the train-rob- 
ber gang will now find out his whereabouts and 
get even with him for his betrayal of them. The 
State expected to use Busham as a witness 
against the parties indicted for the Blue Cut 
train-robbery, and his evidence was important. 


A Negro Lyached at Albany, 0. 

ATHENS, O., Nov. 21.—Chris Davis, a mulatto, 
who was in jail for an outrageous assault upon 
an elderly woman, Mrs. Locke, living at Albany, 
O., was banged by a mob last night. The Sheriff 
was overpowered and held while the mob broxe 
into the cell and took Davis out.

A Child Murdered by Its Grandmother.

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The Magnificence of Old Venice. 

Tne luxury and grandeur of the costumes 
worn by Venetian ladies trace their origin en- 
tirely to Venetian crusaders and commerce in 
the East. Before 1071 the Venetians were 
comparatively simple in their attire; in that 
year their Doge, Domenico Selvo, married a 
Constantine Ducas. She brought with her 
Eastern customs and luxuries, which made 
deep impression upon ber simple-minded con- 
temporaries in Vénice; she was wont to wash in 
scented water, to cover her body with perfumes 
and rich unguents, and to bathe ber face every 
morning with dew guthered expressly for her by 
her slaves. The chroniclers contemptmously 
speak ot the orange water she pro- 
fusely used, of her perfumed gloves, of ber 
giiken vests, and of the gold stick she made 
use of to convey her food to her mouth, and 
they attrivute to the judgment of God on this 
excessive luxury ber declining health and early 
death. Yet, could they but have witn 5 a 
few ceuturies later, the bold these lux- 
urles would have, not only over the fair ones 
of Venice, but likewise over the men, they 
would with reason have quaked for the well- 
bei of their republic. The rich dresses 
of Venetian ladies are well known to us all in 
the canvases of Titian, Paul Veronese, and 
others; their flowing sleeves, their jeweled 
hbead-dresses, the richness of their silks and 
satins, and, moreover, their lung-tlowing trains, 
ot Which Cristoforo Moro complains tbus: 
„ Married women have exceeding long tails to 
their vestments, which drag along the ground, 
woich thing is diabotical.” The extravagance 
of women in their jewelry and dress brought 
ruin on many a household, and from the sump- 
tuary laws of later history we gather the extent 
to which the evil bad run. As an instance of 
female eccentricity in Vevice, we may men tion 
the high-heeled boots they wore. Invented origi- 
nully to keep their dresses out of the mud, these 
boots grew into such an excessive size that 
the soles and beeils were frequently over a 
foot in hight, consequently a Venetian lady bad 
great difficulty in locomotion, and required two 
miaid-servants and two men-servants to accom- 
pany her oo ber walks asa support from fali- 
ing, and to prevent this folly and unnecessary 
expenditure frequent statutes were pussed, but, 
says one Government decree, the ladies of 
Venice pay but tittle beed to our orders. 
Into their batbs these devotees of fashion 
would throw musk, amber, aloes, myrrh, cedar 
leaves, lavender, mint, etc.; their pale checks 
they would rouge with paint,and during the 
pight they would piace slices of raw veal, 
which had been soaked for several hours im 
milk, over their faces, to dispel the pallor 
incident on dissipation. — * ——

In 
the seciusion of their rooms the Venetian ladies 
gave much time to music, and to the singing of 
madrigals; they took but little exercise, except 
in gondolas; they delighted in chess. and even 
in this modest pastime their extravagauce was 
volimited, for ricbly wrought old and 
silver men, set i chaicedon, jasper, 
and jewels, the finest crystal, 
would alone satisfy their taste. Dearly did they 
love all games of chance. for many autborities 
tell us that in Venice cards were first invented;

stum as the law demanded, with the 
Fenatorial permission. it was not long 
before the evils of gambling manifested 
themselves, for a decree of the Council of Tes 
in 1506, prohibited gumes of chance, the sale o 
cards and dice, and obliged servants to denounce 
their masters who bad gambling parties in their 
houses.

Tur New Orleans papers exhibit a good 
deal of interest in the Dakota question, and 
one of them proposes to meet or forestall 
the movement for the admission of the Terri- 
tory as a State by insisting upon the instant 
division of Texas. But there are several rea- 
sons why this program cannot be successful- 
ly carried out. The first is, that the Demo- 
crats have not the majority in Congress. 
They may “insist” upon the division of 
Texas as much es they please, but they can- 
not compel it. The provision of the joint 
resolution under which Texas was admitted 
is as follows: 

3. New States of convenieut size not exceed- 
ing four in number, in addition to said State of 
Texas, and having sufficient populauon may 
bereafter, by the consent of said State, be 
formed out of the territory thereof, which shall 


be entitled to admission under the provisions of 
ederai Constitution, 


The provisions of the Federal Constitu- 
tion above referred to are simply: 


New States may be admitted by the Congress 
into this Usion; but no new State shall be 
formed or erected within the jurisdiction of 
other States; nor any State be formed by the 
— of two or more States, or parts of 

tes, without the consent of the Legistatures 
of the States concerned as well as of the Con- 
gress. 


The admission of new States by Congress 
must be a voluntary act. It can never be 
compulsory. The Congress which admitted 
Texas never intended to bind its successors, 
and, if it did, its acts were in this respect 
ab initio, null and void. In either case the 
division of Texas into five States can never 
take place without the consent of Congress, 
which will not be given for many years to 
come, if ever. The last word on the Texas 
question is yet to be said. The people of the 
State have manifested no desire to have it 
divided. They are proud of its size and its 
vast capabilities. The agitation (what little 
there has been of it) has been wholly from 
the outside, and has proceeded from restless 
and indiscreet vartisans of the Democratic 
persuasion, who have sought to make it a 
political question and geta party advantage 
out of it. 


A NUMBER of Democratic newspapers in 
the Eastern States profess to be still a good 
deal alarmed about the third term. But it 
will be impossible among reflecting Repub- 
licans to get up another healthy scare on this 
account. If the third term couldu’t win with 
all the chances in its favor in 1880, it can’t 
come within hailing distance of success in 
1884. The reasons why many sensible men 
have resolved henceforth to dismiss the sub- 
ject from their minds as unworthy of consic- 
eration are the following: 

Because Gen. Grant himself hath said it. 
While it was the ingenious theory of his party 
last year that he was not a candidate, an im- 
pression to the contrary widely prevailed; 
but it is only crediting the General with 
common sagacity and regard for his fame to 
know when he has had enough, or, rather, 
when he can’t get any more. Moreover, if 
he and his partisans should be never so anx- 
ious the third term is clearly unattainable: 

Because it has lost immensely in prestige. 
It has the load of one mortifying failure 
upon its back. Nothing succeeds like fail- 
ure in settling some questions. The South- 
ern spoils-hunters will never again rally 
en masse to athird-term quest as they did 
in 1880. 

Because the New York machine has been 
smashed. 

Because the Pennsylvania machine is out 
of repair. 

Because the Illinois machine, if tbere is 
one, is already pledged to another candidate, 
and Gen. Grant has ceased to be a citizen of 
Illinois. 

Because the principle of district repre- 
sentation has been affirmed by the Nationa 
Convention and announced by the National 
Committee, and the occupation of the Bosses 
is gone. 

Because, if all these reasons were wanting, 
the people who have “downed” the third 
term once could and would do it again. 

We advise no man to let his rest be broken 
by the forebodings of the Democratic press 
on this subject. The wishin their case is 
father to the thought. No such good luck 
awaits the Democratic party in the next 
campaign as the nomination of any man to 
the Presidentia! office for a third term. 


THE LATE BANK ROBBERIES. 

The revelations in regard to the recent 
bank failures, or rather robberies, in Newark 
and Boston are already sufficient to show 
that the provisions of the National-Bank act 
have been flagrantly violated, and it is high 
time that the penalties provided by the 
statute be meted out to those who had guilty 
knowledge of these violations. The National- 
Bank law is calculated to protect the public 
from just such swindles as have been per- 
petrated by Baldwin, Cashier of the Mechan- 
ics’ Bank in Newark; Benyon, the Presi- 
dent of the Pacific; and Young, Cashier of 
the Central, in Boston. These men, and all 
who were associated with them in such man- 
ner as to warrant the suspicion of participa- 
tion or criminal knowledge of their unlawful 
practices, ought to be prosecuted promptly 
and vigorously. If a few of the Presidents 
and Cashiers of disemboweled National banks 


under strict enforcement of the law, the 
danger of bank failure in the future would 
be materially abated, and the National-bank- 
ing system would be entitled to as much con- 
fidence as it is well to repose in banks under 
any conditions. The citation of certain sec- 
tions of the National-Bank act which have 
been violated will serve to illustrate the case 
which may be made out against such men as 
Baldwin, Benyon, and Young. 

It is provided, for instance (Sec. 5,191 
United States Statutes), that whenever the 
lawful money of any association shall be re- 
duced below the reserve required to be kept 
* such association shall not increase its Ha- 
bilities by making new loans or discounts 
otherwise than by discounting or purchasing 
bills of exchange at sight.“ It cannot rea- 
sonably be doubted that, in the cases of the 
Newark bank and the two Boston banks, 
loans were made when the reserve was 
practically exhausted, for it required only 


pension. 

Sec. 5,200 of the Revised Statutes provides 
as follows: “The total liabilities to any 
association of any person, or of any company, 
corporation, or firm, for money borrowed, in- 
cluding in the liabilities of a company or 
firm the liabilities of the several members 
thereof, shall at no time exceed one-tenth 
partofthe amount of the capital stock of 
such association actually paid in.” But it is 


were sent to the penitentiary, as tney may be 


the menace of a run for cash to compel sus- 


cases the amount loaned to an individual or 
a ürm was not only not limited to one-tenth 
of the capital stock of the bank, but was 
actually in excess of the entire amount of 
capital stock. In both cases, too, there is a 
strong suspicion that the officers of the banks 
were partners with the men who obtained 
these unlawful loans, and were thus guilty 
of embezzling the funds which were in- 
trusted to them for safe-keeping. 

Sec. 5,208, Revised Statutes, says it shall 
be unlawful for any officer, clerk, or agent 
of any National banking association to certify 
any check drawn uponsthe association unless 
the person or company drawing the check 
has on deposit with the association at the time 
such check is certified an amount of money 
equal to the amount specified in such 
check.” Such false certification sub- 
jects the offending officer to the penalties 
provided for violation of the law, and 
the bank itself to being put in the hands of a 
Receiver. It is notorious in Boston, how- 
ever, that Weeks hawked about certified 
checks on the Pacific National and nego- 
tiated them at a discount, and that Young, 
Cashier of the Central National, was in the 
habit of “swapping checks” with Benyon, 
and thus involved his bank to the extent of 
$800,000, Itisafair inference that Young, 
who had formerly been associated with 
Benyon in the banking business, was also to 
be a participant in the benefits of Weeks’ 
stock speculations; in any case, both the 
President of the Pacific and the Cashier of 
the Central engaged in the prohibited prac- 
tice ot false certification of checks. 

Now as to penalties: Itis provided (Sec. 
5,209 R. S8.) that every President, Director, 
Cashier, teller, clerk, or agent of any Nation- 
al banking association who embezzles, ab- 
stracts, or willfully misapplies any of the 
moneys, funds, or credits of the association; 
- « „ Or who makes any false entry in 
any book, report, or statement of the associa- 
tion, with intent, in either case, to injure or 
defraud the association or any other com- 
pany, body politic or corporate, or any indi- 
vidual person, or to deceive any officer of the 
association, or any agent appointed to ex- 
amine the affairs of such association; and 
every person who with like intent aids or 
abets any officer, clerk, or agent in any vio- 
lation of this section, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be imprisoned 
not less than five years nor more than ten.’’ 
It is evident that this section is sufficiently 
comprehensive and explicit to send Baldwin, 
Benyon, and Young to the penitentiary, and 
there is no doubt that they all oughtto go 
there. It is not unlikely that thorough pros- 
ecution would also inciude in the punish- 
ment the outside participants in the virtual 
embezzlements of these bank officers, and 
possibly the active bank Directors, under 
whose very nuses the frauds were committed. 

Had the severe penalties of the National 
law been enforced in the cases of fraudu- 
lent failures which have occurred among 
Nationa! banks heretofore, it is probable that 
the Newark and Boston swindles would nave 
been averted, and the same line of reasoning 
induces the belief that the punishment of the 
latest bank thieves will save the public from 
like swindles in the future. Failures to 
prosacute, compromises, and nolle pros. 
have been too frequentin the past; the re- 
cent frauds should suggest a new departure. 
It is reported from Washington that a move- 
ment will be made at the approaching ses- 
sion of Congress to improve the system of 
bank examination,.to require that the Ex- 
aminers shall be paid by the Government in- 
stead of the banks, and to hold the Ex- 
aminers to a stricter responsibility for their 
work. This is all well enough, but it is 
manifestly useless to prescribe any more re- 
strictions or penalties so long as the restric- 
tions and penalties of the law as it now 
stands are not enforced. The National- 
Banking act, in its present shape, is an ad- 
mirable law, and well calculated to defend 
the public from swindles; but to carry out 
that mission the penalties must be rigidly 
applied—the thieves must be sent to the 
penitentiary.

LOANS OF BANK RESERVES. 

Some of the banks in New York City pay 
interest on deposits, and hence many of the 
National banks of the country outside of 
New York City keep their reserves in these 
metropolitan institutions. In the list of due 
to other National banks,“ the New York City 
banks make a return of several hundred 
millions of dollars, which sum largely repre- 
sents the deposits of the reserve funds of the 
* country banks,” including under that gen- 
eral title all banks outside of New York 
City. Commenting on the October returns 
of the Chicago banks, the New Y ork Tribune 
points out several significant circumstances. 
It says: 

It appears that the Chicago National banks 
have indeed increased their reserve of gold coin 
over $4,000,000 during the past year, though in 
part because of the greater scarcity of legal- 
tender notes. The reserves beld bave increased 
$2,758,515; over per cent. If there has been a 
similar increase at other points, as is probable, 
tne store of coin beld by the Western banks has 
been very creditably enlarged, and their posi- 
tion as to reserves materially strengthened. But 
it also appears that the bauks of Cbicago have 
increased their baus still more largely. lu 
fact. the increase has been 80 closely propor- 
tioned to the gain in reserves that. if 
every dollar of loans also represented a dollar 
of deposits, the ratio of reserves to depos- 
its would not be much greater now than 
it was one year ago. The bonds on band in 
the Nationa! banks of Chicago indicate an im- 
portant change in the methods of these institu- 
tions. Instead of seuding their surplus to this 
city, to be held and loaned by banks whicb pay 
interest ou deposits, some of the Chicago banks 
bave preferred to leud about $10.00) more to 
the Government. Their bonds represent a part 
of the reserve which draws at least as large in- 
terest as can be safely paid by banks in this city, 
and it is immediately available in case of any 
emergency. Possibly the otlicial report will show 
that a similar course has been pursued by many 

anks in other Western cities, and if so the 

festern banks are undoubtedly the stronger for 
having removed a large part of their reserves 
from the possible reverses of the financial me- 
tropolis. 

The case is very plainly stated in the fore- 
going paragraph. The reserve of the Na- 
tional banks of the country is thus held in 
New York, by other banks, who find it profit- 
able to pay interest thereon, and then lend 
the money to the desperate stock-gamblers 
and speculators of that city. The fact is, that 
to the extent the New York banks are bor- 
rowers of the reserve of the country banks 
that reserve is in perpetual peril, and is at all 
times exposed to loss from any sudden and 
general alarm or actual disturbance of the 
stock market in New York City. 
The most perilous of all investments 
in which the banks could invest their 
reserves, or invest their own money 
or the money of their depositors, is 
to loan it to operators on Wail street, es pe- 
cially at a time when stocks generally are 
selling at 50 per cent over the actual or sub- 
stantial value of the property they are sup- 
posed to represent. The whole stock market 
has now a marketable value several times in 
excess of the real value represented by the 
stocks, and yet the reserve of the banks of 
the United States is mainly invested in these 
stocks, which are in danger at any day of 
shrinking one-third of their present prices. 

What would be the fate of any National 
bank in this city if it were made known that 
the money of the bank, including the reserve, 
was invested in the speculative stocks of 
Wall street? And yet the fact is that this 
money to an enormous extent is loaned out 
to operators in Wall street, to be used by 
them in betting and gambling upon the rise 
or fall of these same stocks. 

The Chicago banks, as is pointed out by 


| the New York Tribune, have daring the 


bear as great an interest as can be paid by 
any New York bank doing a safe business, 
and the investment in bonds is much the 
safer. There is no risk orperil; stocks may 
rise or fall, the bears or bulls may alter- 
nately triumph, banks may break or go to 
the wall, but the money invested in the bonds 
will always be available, and will suffer no 
serious loss, The country is full of money, 
and the extraordinary scarcity of loanable 
funds in New York is due to the vast sums 
locked up in stock speculations. The banks 
of the whole country have been placed under 
contribution to furnish the New York City 
banks with money to carry on this great 
stock business in Wall street. As the T'rib- 
une points out, the Chicago and other banks 
who have put their reserves in National 


bonds “are undoubtedly the stronger for 


having removed a larger part of their re- 
serves from the possible reverses of the 
financial metropolis.” 

Would it not be advisable if this precau- 
tion against, this avoidance of, the perils of a 
Wall street collapse was adopted generally 
by the banks of the Western States? The 
bonds are to be had—the extended 5s and 
63 are to be had in abundance—and the 
sooner the banks of the West invest their re- 
sources in them instead of in loans to banks 
engaged in loans on margins of railway and 
other speculative stocks in Wall street, the 
danger of a general financial disturbance 
will be reduced and its extent limited, 

A REVOLUTION IN THE ENGLISH BOOK 
TRADE. 

In Little Dorrit,“ Mr. Meagles has a con- 
versation with Daniel Doyce, an inventor, 
after his experiences with the Circumlocu- 
tion Office, in which the latter asks Meagles 
if he has ever known England to be before- 


hand in any useful thing—“ ever known it to 


set an example of any useful kind ’’—to which 
Meagles hotly replies. Never.“ The truth 
of Mr. Meagies’ reply has been illustrated in 
the trade of English publishers. For years 


they have resolutely clung to a clumsy and | 
| be a subject for general coogratulation. “A 


expensive system of publication, which has 
made circulating libraries or very rich buy- 
ers their patrons, has narrowed down the 
circle of readers, and made the circulating 


library the master of the trade, because pub- | 


lishers would not issue a book until the 
libraries had intimated how many copies 
they would take. 


consented—and no house would publish his 
works if he did—to issue cheap editions of 
his works. 

The usual method followed by English 
publishers is to issue works of solid liter- 
ature in Octavo volumes at an average price 
of about eighteen shillings—or $4.32—each, 
and novels in three volumes at a guinea and 
a half—or about $8. If the book succeeds it 
is then issued in smaller shape ‘at six shil- 
lings; and if it is a novel, after a long time 
and people have forgotten all about it, it gets 
down to the condition of our yellow-covered 
stuff and sells for two shillings. The vast 
majority of readers never buy at all. They 
borrow from the library, which, according 


literature and for 
books dear.“ It makes little dif- 
ference, so far as price is con- 
cerned, whether the book is good or bad, 
for a normal price is fixed upon it the 
moment the libraries have indicated how 
many volumes they will take. Disraeli’s 
novels, for instance, were always published 
in three volumes at the normal price, and 
George Eliot’s books used to mount up to 
$10 each, while hundreds of volumes, 
written by nobodies -whose very names are 
forgotten ina month, are thrown into the 
libraries at the same prices and in perma- 
nent form, though belonging to a class 
which would be printed in this country in 
pamphlet shape, and perhaps not at all. 

This antiquated style of publication has 
been pertinaciously adhered to in England 
in the face of the experience and practice of 
other countries, where cheap publications 
inerease the number of readers and conse- 
quently increase profits. But at last an in- 
novation has been made, and it promises to 
work a complete revolution in the publish- 
ing business. A few weeks ago Lady Bras- 
sey, one of the best known authoresses in 
England, announced her intention to issue 
a sixpenny edition of the Voyage of the 
Sunbeam,“ with a large number of illustra- 
tions. The publishers at once took alarm, 
used every influence to prevent it, and, 
when they were unable to do this, 
prophesied a disastrous failure. Noth- 
‘ing daunted, Lady Brassey issued her 
cheap edition, something in the form of 
our “Seaside” and Franklin Square’’ edi- 
tions, but even cheaper than those, and be- 
fore a week had closed sold over a hundred 
thousand, the publishers meanwhile looking 
on with consternation as they saw the Voy- 
age of the Sunbeam” going off like bot 
cakes, though almost as cheap as original 
sunbeams. A harder blow even than this 


bad 


has been administered at the circumlocution 


book system, for, observing the immense 
sale and success of Lady Brassey’s book, Sir 
Theodore Martin, the biographer of the 
Prince Consort, with the Consent of the 
Queen, is issuing the Life,“ which origi- 
nally was in five octavo volumes, in five six- 
penny parts, so that the English people will 
now be able to obtaip the Prince Consort’s 
biography for half a crown or 6 cents, 
whereas they have never been able to obtain 
it before for less than $20. 

The Queen’s sanction to the cheap pub- 
lication system wiil unquestionably give it a 
boom, and before long break up the clumsy, 
absurd, and expensive system of the pub- 
lishers, and perhaps beat it into their heads 
that there is just as much profit in a large 
circulation at tow prices as there is in a smal! 
circulation at high prices, and that the profits 
in the long run will be much larger, as the 
circle of readers will greatly increase. 
When that time comes perhaps Americans 
will be more willing to negotiate an inter- 
national eopyright.

The fact 
is, that the issue between American ship- 
builders and American ship-buyers, or those 
who wish to become such, has not been as 
sharply defined as it should be. As the New 
York Journal of Commerce remarks, “ Ex- 
cept as a matter of sentiment the building of 
ships is of no consequence. But it is of the 
greatest importance that vessels should be 
owned by American citizens and fly the 
American flag.”

THE failure of National banks, which has 
become painfully frequent of late, is not always 
unattended by a warning; and in the case of the 
Pacific Bank of Boston, which collapsed a few 
days ago, the warning seems to bave been given 
some time ago by the kite-flying manner in 


which the institution did business. In referring | 


to the failure, the day after it took place, the 
Boston Advertiser said that “the immediate 
causes of the failure, as far as they could be 
ascertained, are narrated elsewhere. We shall 
not at this time refer to them in particular, and 
it is not necessary. For the occasion of failure 
was almost sure tocome sooner or later, the plain 
truth being, as all knew who cared to inquire, 
that the Pacitic Bank has for a long time been 
doing an unsafe business.“ So universal among 
other financial institutions was the distrust of 
the bank’s management that its application for 
admission to the clearing-house was refused in 
the most peremptory manner, although it was 
the onty National bank within fifty miles of 
Boston not a member of the association. This 
action on the part of the clearing-bouse showed 
plainly enough what experienced ana conserva- 
tive financiers thought of the Pacific National 
and its sky-rocket management, but to the out- 
side public it seemed as safe as any other bank. 
In view of the fact that very many Bank Ex- 
aininers do not at present seem to have avy 
knowledge concerning the condition of the in- 
stitutions Over which they are expected to stand 
guard on bebalf of the people, it might be well 
to reduce the expenses of running the Govern- 
meut by the amount of some of their salaries.

‘Two 
new sets of barracks, each 150 feet long, and 
three new sets of officers’ quarters, with six 
rooms in each, have been erected and will soon 
be ready for use. Game has been exceedingly 
plentiful, and the white hunters have ranged 
along the northern bank of the “Yeliow- 
stone toa point within twenty-five or thirty 
miles of the Agency, killing thousands of 
bulifalo, and greatly to the chagrin of the In- 
dians. But the opinion is expressed that this 
will be about the last good hunting season in 
that section of the country, as large herds of 
buffaio have crossed the Missouri and gone 
north, where they will rA remain, safe 
at least from the inroads of the white hunters.

An Ocean Steamer That Possesses Per- | 


fection of Appolutments— Terrors of 
Transatlantic Voyaging Reduced toa 
Minimum — speed, Comfort, Safety, 
and Pieasure Achieved in the Highest 
Degree. 4 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Nov. 19.—Ocean-steamsbip travel- 
ing accommodations have of late years been 80 
largely perfected that it is now no more a hard- 
ship to cross the Atiantic for pleasure than it is 
to make the trip from Chicago to New York. 


. The old-fashioned tubs which were first em- 
ployed were palaces as compared ‘with slow- : 


going sailing-sbips, and as a bare to a snail in 
the matter of fleetneks; but the art of ship- 
building has kept pace with other improve- 
meuts of the age, and the employment of com- 
fortable accessories in the internal arrange- 
ment of the steaniships of the present day is in 
full keeping with those of palatial hotels in the 
great American cities. Speed and means of 
personal enjoyment are the two essential 
qualifications ot ocean steamers. It would ap- 
pear, however, from the evidences we have be- 
fore us at present, that the latter point has 
been completely attained, and the strife must 
hereafter be for expeditious voyages alone. 
Every vessel of late that has been launched by 
the rival transatiantic lines has in turo rivaled 
all its predecessors in elegance of adornment 
and perfection of internal arrangements, until 
ft would seem that the very highest 
point bas deen attained in the ro- 
cent addition to the fleet of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship Company, the Elbe—a 
steamer of monster proportions, scientific con- 
struction, and sumptuous adornment. These 
facts were brought very prominently before my 


notice last Monday, when i had the pleasure of 


inspecting this steamer in company with Capt. 
Leist, who very deservedly takes as much pride 
in the vessel as does a mother with a tirst-born 
babe. The Captain has been long in the service 
of the North German Lloyd Company, and, oa 
the day before | visited him at the wharf in Ho- 
boken, had completed bis thirteenth year as a 
commander of this company’s steamers. With 
this experieuce, he was well qualified to speak 
in comparison with other vessels, and was but 
putti it — when he said that the ut- 
most limit of modern science and skill would 
seem to have been exhausted in bringing trans- 
atiantic steamers to their present state of per- 
fection,”’ and that “for stauchness, speed, and 
every appliance of comfort they can scarcely 
be surpassed in the future.“ I can say for my- 
self that my experience on other ocean steam- 
ers teaches me that there is nothing afloat that 
can approach the Elbe in aii the details which 
go to make up a palatial interior. 

The Eibe was built by Elder & Co., of Glas- 
gow. Sbe is 440 feet long, has forty-five feet 
of beam, thirty-six and one-half feet depth 
of hoid. and a register of 4,800 tons. There are 
three cylinder engines, and the sha({ts are made 
of Krupp steel, the same as that used in Krupp 
guns. Oue engine is high-pressure and the 
other two low-pressure. Each engine has five 
feet stroke. These engines require 110 tons of 
coal a day, or say 2,300 tons for the roun i-trip 
from New York to Hamburg and return. The 
steamer has seven water-tight compartments, 
und ie heated by steam. The promenade deck 
is 180 feet in length. Hight life-boats, with im- 
proved lowering-gear, are provided, and can be 
set afloatina minute. They will accommodate 
sixty persons each. The cabins of the Eibe are 
simply palatial. Noth like them is cnown in 
other ocean steamers. r. McKenzie, the gen- 
tiewan who fitted up the Russian Ewperor’s 
yacht, the Livadia, bad charge of the decoration 
of the Elbe's saloons. He performed his work in 
a manner that defies criticism, and the company 
went to $20,000 more ex pense than in fitting up the 
saloons of any other sieamer they own. The 
main cabin and dining-room is in the Kenais- 
sance style. The woodwork is black walnut and 
maple, gracefully carved and eiaborately de- 
signed. Between the windows (dead-lights) are 
exquisit panel oil paintings, some two feet in 
hignt, while the ceiling is profusely inset with 
the same, all done on canvas, the ground laid on 
in old gold. At the lower end of the dining- 
room are two beautiful ellegorical oil- paintings 
set into the bulkbead, both executed by a noted 
German master for this ship, and representing 
scenes in the voyage of Ulveses. The six tables 
ia this apartment will seat 120 first-class pas- 
sengers. The uphoiste is done in dark red 
velvet; that of the ladies’ boudoir, on the deck 
above (an exqusit reom),io dark blue veivet. 
When I say the dinimg-room 1s forty-two feet 
wide by forty feet long, that the ceilings are 
eight feet bigh, and the apartment lighted by 
a skylight thirty-two feet high, and sixteen by 
eighteen feet in dimensions, it can be seen that 
it is spacious as well as sumptuous. . The wood- 
work in the tadies’ boudoir is ebonized, The 
gentiemen’s emoking-room is finished in teak 
wood. As for the staterooms, they are modeis 
of comfort, and all of them are outside—next 
the side of the vessel—thus securing pienty of 
light end fresh air. Of course there are bridal 
staterooms—no steamer is complete without 
them nowadays. 

The steamer is also provided with secood-ciass 
accommodations as good as the first-class of 
some other lines.

It Opens in Fine Style with the Ap- 
Preach of Cold Weather — Three 
Singularly Bold Operations by These 
„ Gentlemen of the Moon - Tue Pro- 
cess of Being Heid Up and Believed

The most casual reader of the recorded cur- 
rent events of the day cannot have failed to 
observe that a certain kind of iawleaness—bigh- 


way robbery—is reatiy on the in- 
crease in this city. Hardly a — — 
pn that the writer of local police 


news is pot called upon to describe the opera- 
tions of some desperate, and perhaps thiuly- 
clad, rough, or band of street-robbers. The ap- 
proach of winter, and the incre ising frigid\ty of 
the umut air, is end., and not without reason 
to de, facts that may be mention 
in explanauen of this lamentable state 
of affairs. It would seem, too, that not only are 
justances of this disregard of the law and g 
breeding becoming more numerous, but that the 
rpetrators of the outrages are growing in 
liness as the winter season advances. A case 
in point, and one which may lee set down as the 
most open und desperate one of the seuson, 
50 far as it bas advanced, is that wherein Mr. F. 
J. Berry, the well-kouwn liveryman, was made 
the victim. At about 8:30 o'clock Sunday night 
that gentieman was walking alone vn Twenty- 
first street, between Indiana and Michigan av- 
enues, when be was confronted, not fifty feet 
awuy trom the Jewish Synagog, where serv 
were being held, by three en, each one 
POINTING A LOADED PISTOL 
full in his face. Une of them, who seemed to be 
the leader, was first to speak. Open your 
mouth and you're a dead man.” It is unnedes- 


sary to say that Mr. Berry did not open 
| his mouth “How much money bave 
you got?” the pistols still leveled 
atbim. Not much. if any.” responded the 


party to be robbed, with as much politevess as 


eouid be shown under tbe circu nstances. 
“Weil, we've got to bave it, anyhow,” said 
the spokesman. The liveryman saw and 
acknowledged that he was cornered, and 
Suid that, by the exhibition of firearms, he 
was inclined to think they could have anytbing.

BRUTAL MURDER. 


A Horrible Tragedy Discovered 
Near Evanston Yester- 
day Morning. 


An Old Man Living Alone Beaten to 
Death by an Ungrateful 
Tramp. 

An Ax the Weapon Used and the 
tim’s Head Mashed to a 
Pulp. 


The quiet suburb of Evanston, where drunken 
brawis or assauits are seldom if ever beard of, 
and where murder has never been com mitted, at 
least not for twenty years past, is greatly excited 
at present over a most horrible crime, which was 
brought to light yesterday. The victim is a 
somewhat aged German, John William Hössel 
by name, who lived alone ina plain frame cot- 
tage on a small garden plat of round about 
one and a half miles nortbwest of the Evanston 
depot and a little more than a quarter of a 
mile soutfiwest of the depot at North 
Evanston. His slayer was undoubtedly a 
tramp who bud been lodging with the oid 
man for the past few days. His present where- 
abouts are unknown, but be has ſoated so much 
of late in tne vicinity of Niles and Evanston, 
and bas been seen by 80 many people in that 
vicinity, that be can scarcely escape, unless 
perebance he had the forethought to put manya 
mile of railroad tracks between himself and the 
seene of his crime immediately after its com- 
missioa. 

The house which Hassel called bis home is a 
email one and a balf-story frame cottage with a 
low basement. It is divided into two small 
rooms, a little hall. two bedrooms, a closet, and 
a narrow shed in the rear which is used as a 
chicken coop. The upper story is a small attic, 
whicb is reached by a step-ladder and trap-door 
from the bedroom off the kitchen, which is the 
only one supplied with a bea. The house is neat 


and clean, the cupboard shelves are neat- 
iy papered, pantry sbows a plenti- 
tul store, and altogether lace 


is quite a model bachelor’s hall. There 
was, of course, no great expeuse incurred in 
furnishing it, yet everything is comfortable- 
looking save the bareness of the flour, which is 
vovered wita shreds and patches of carpet. The 
house is almost completely isolated, its only 
neighbor being a somewhat similar structure, 
whose only occupant is as much of a 
bermit, if not more 60, than Hössel 
ever was, and even this is quite a long walk dis- 
tant. In the ordinary course of event it migut 
have beeu weeks and perpaps mont before 
old Hössel would have been missed by his neigh- 
bor, and bis dastardly murder made known to 
the police. By chance oid man 
was visited Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
by two brothers, John and William Happner, 
aged 18 and 20 years respectively, friends of his 
residing in Niles. and enwaged to return the fol- 
lowing morning to aid him in erecting a fence 
about a portion of his garden. Yesterday fore- 
noon upon guing to the nouse the boys failed to 
wet any respouse to repeated knockings at the 
doors of tLe cottage, and suspecting trum some- 
thing they bad seen at the cottage the day be- 
fore that all was not weil, the younger brother 
was boosted by the elder up to the old man's 
bedroom window. John is of very nerv- 
ous temperament, and has not u in 
good health tor some time. The sight whien 
met his gaze as he peered in atthe window 
proved too much for his system, and he fell 
back at his astonisbed brother's feet in a dead 
faint. When he recovered he was too weak 
to describe what de had seep, and 
it was with the greatest difficulty 
that the brother was able to assist him from 
the premises. It was consequentiy 10 o'clock or 
later before the boys made their way into the 
police station at Evanston, and notified Chief- 
of- Police Carney of what they bad seen. The 
boy John was so worked up over the affair 
that he nearly fainted away several times 
while describing the sight witnin the bedroom.

HAD BEEN MURDERED IN HIS BED. 
The Chief scarcely believed the story, but con- 
sented to at vunce — son | the boys to 
the house, force entrance, and see what bad 
really happened. Upon arriving at tbe cottuge 
they found all the doors locked save the one 
leading into che basement. The front door 
opened bard, but proved not to have been 
locked. Entering the basement they found 
the lock attached to a staple on the 
inside, and im it a key- ring and 
two keys, one of which is for che ohicken- 
coop in the rear of the house. Close by laid two 
axes side by side, the one vid and almost useless, 
the other new and titted witha heavy hickory 
belive. The latter was found to be smeared 
with blood, and the back of it was thickly 
matted with both biood and hair. The boys 
explained that the old man Was accustumed to 
reach the main tloor of the house by weans of a 
ladder leading tu a trap-door iu the flooring of 
his bedroom. Ascending this ladder the party 
noticed a pool of blood almost directly beneath 
it, and smeared their hands in patches of biood, 
which bad dropped down upon the ludder. The 
trup was partiuily ajar, aud as the chief put 
bis bead through the aperture, be fairiy sbud- 
dered at the scene. Hussier was lying on bis 
right side in the bed, aad the side of his head 
uppermost was completely batted into a shape- 
leas, pulpy mass of flesh and blood. Nearly a 
dozen guping wounds, all of which bad evi- 
dentiy been inflicted with the back of the ax, 
could be counted without disturbing the body, a 
thing which no one wished to do until the 
Coroner bad viewed it. A gush about three 
inches long, which completely crushed in the 
forebead, and anotber of equal lieugtb paraliel 
with the lower jaw- bone, looked if iutlicted with 
the face of the ax. but the appearance of the 
latcer does not well bear out the conciusion. A 
third blow crusbed ia the left cheek Dune, and 
completely annuinilated the eye, a fourth crusbed 
the temple, and several more blows u.ade tre- 
mendous boies in the top of the head, and 
smashed the skull into splinters. ‘There 
were vo doubt other wounds ou the under 
sidd of the body. but these were not examined. 
The hands, arms, and body of the deceased, 
from the erown to the sole, were deeply smeared 
with blood. as if he had been dipped in a vat of 
gore. His life's blood oozing forth 
from the gaping wounds in his head had 


thence upon the spring and bed-siats, aud 
formed a large pool on the floor, which in turn 
bad leaked through into the basement. Frum the 
iuon in which body lay one might 
ave judged at a giance that the assasin 
had come upon him wurle lying peacefully 
asleep, and had finished bim quickly by repeated 
blows with the deadly eax. But, upon closer 
scrutiny of the surroundings, Chief Carney 
tound unmistakable evidences of a desperate 
encounter baving taken place between the old 
man aud his aseasin. The body, for instance, was 
clad iu a white-flauucl undersbirt aud drawers, 
and beavy bome-made wovien sucks. The svies 
of the latter were smeared with biood, and the 
underclothing showed piainly that the old mua 
had wiped his bedaubed hands upon 
A bootjack lying near —

‘sprinkles of blood were to be found 
oo the foors of the two outer rooms, clear to the 
front bull, where the door-bandie, smeared with 
biood and wrenched off, lay upon the floor. ‘The 
pieces of carpet were all disarranged and 
rumpled, as if there bad been a 

DESPERATE ENCOUNTER OVER THEM. 


After carefully scrutinizing everything. Chief 
Carney reached the conclusion that the assasin 
entered the bed-chamber through the trap in 
the floor, and that at bis first blow tne old man 
jumped from bis bed, seized the bvct- 
jack, and forcing his way out of the room 
ran to the frunt door, hoping to escape. 
The door catches so tightly that be was unable 
to get out. and being furc back by his assail- 
ant, ran to the bedroom, and in utter despair 
threw himself upon the „ where he was 
speedily dispatched by his younger and more 
powerful and deadlier armed  antago- 
nist. This theory is certainly a pluu- 
sible one, and it expiains ail the wmarks 
to be found about the house. II. however, the 
buvtjack was used thus, the old man must have 
marked bis murderer, and the latter, in tinish- 
ing vis horrid work, must have littered bis hands 
and face in blood. furat every blow upon the old 
man’s bead the red fluid spiashed and spattered 
ali over the door, the wails, and the 
ceiling of the bedroom. But there is nothing to 
be found to indicate that he cleansed himself 
before waking his departure. And yet he must 
uu ve dove so in some manner, because he ran- 
sacked a trunk which is well filled with linens 
belonging to Héssei and bis d wife and 
left no stuin upon them. Exactly what 
be carried away is not known, but as he divested 
bimseif of a striped calico sbirt, it is fair to pre- 
sume that be beiped bimseif to une of Hissel's 
white ones, and as be also abandoned his old 
stogy bouts, a black and bicod-stained oid vest 
wits only two buttons on 2 an a 
pair of brown overaiis, he likeiy helped bim- 
seif to similar articies in the old man's 
well-furnisbed wardrube. A pair of oversboes, 
stained like almost everything eise in the bouse, 
indicute that the assasin mufiied bis footsteps 
with them in making the ascent into the sieep-

He contented 
himself by farming just enough for his own 
support. He was of under stature, quite full and 
musculariy built, and is said to bave been 55 
years of age, although be would have passed for 
ten or twelve years younger. As no one knows 
anything about his effects it is impossible to say 
what the murderer carried away as plunder, 
but thus far, outside of the clothing. there 
bas been missed a watch, no one 
knows what kind, and something like $28 cash 
which Héssei received for a cow which he sold 
ten duxs ago to Samuel Betts, a butcher at 
North Evanston. 

The Coroner is to bold an inquest this fore- 
noon at Evanston.

The West Division Railway Company 
and the California Avenue Cars. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—Citizeus of Chicago who 
live on the extreme west and patronize the West 
Side Street-Railway Company think that they 
bave some rights, especiaily when they pur- 
chase the company’s tickets. The company, as 
common carriers, are bound to carry them io 
their destination so long as they exercise con- 
trul of their tracks. It appears to me, and I 
think hundreds of citizens living in that viciaity 
will say, that the present facilities in transit 
west of* Western avenue are not only 
inadequate, but A continual farce. 
lo the extreme rainy weather ladies 
bave to standin the pouring rain at the corner 
ot California avenue when a car is switched off 
west of the avenue, some few feet away, assum- 
ing (probably by instrucdons) they have a right 
to stop there and let people get wet through. 
Ail cars going west on Madison street are flied 
by passengers to a greater degree than 
horses are capable of pulling, and I witnessed a 
case in which a driver cursed the passengers be- 
cause they did not get off aud pull the cars. 

Probably the charter of this company will be 
tested in the courts as to whether they can 
monopolize the track in the West Division and 
run just as few cars as they please, withont con- 
sidcring the comfort and coovenience of pas- 
ecugers they agree to carry. 

In a legal aspect of the case, the company 
must bave the necessary capacity for carrying 
passengers. Suppose that I held a ticket of the 
company, and car after car pa , and I had to 
reach a certain destination at a certain time,

% Suburban Railway Accidents.” 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. : 

CHICAGO, Nov. 21—An article in Saturday’s 
TRIBUNE under the above title and over the sig- 
nature of Passenger.“ alluded to tne cutting 
of of a man’s legs at Thirty-first street by one 
of the Hyde Park trains of the Iilinois Central 
Railroad through disregard of the rule that 
when two trains are approaching a station from 
opposit directions the more distant train shall 
come to top and wait until the other traia 
bas passe e station. Last Thursday after- 
noon an instance of the violation of this rule 
came under my observation, and I state it here 
because ef the conviction that such instances 
should be brought to the notice of those who 
ride on the suburban trains,to the end that 
they may insist that the railroad men shall ex- 
ercise every possible precaution against acci- 
dents. On the evening referred to | was stand- 
ng at Douglas station waiting for the train 
which leaves the city at 7:20 p. m. As this train 
stopped at the station, and as several persons 
were upon the point of crossing the intervening 
track to step on board, the Cincinnati express 
swept past upon the intervening track ata rate of 
speed that caused the employés of the wait 
train to draw long breaths of surprise. I aske 
the conductor of the train | boarded whetber 
the passuge of the express was not contrary to 
regulations, and bis reply was. Well, I snould 
remark!” All who are familiar with the locali- 
ty know that a bigh board fence prevents an 
approaching train from being readily seen, and 
the result was a narrow escape for several peo- 
pie. The rate of speed, too, at which this train 
was runoiny was an outrage; and in this con- 
nection it may be said that che Cincinnati trains 
have the reputation of passing the suburban 
stations at a dangerous rate. They are notori- 
ous in this respect, and some attention should be 
paid to their habitual violation of the ordinances 
of Chicago and of Hyde Park governing the rate 
of speed of railroad trains.

Postage on Foreigu Letters.

treaty it is provided that the standard weight ot 
a letter shall be fifteen grams, and in Art. 


IV. that a singie packet of newspapers, etc., 
shall not — utt ms, but by Art. 
XXIV. of the Detailed lations for carrying 


that any country which has not a 
decimal metrical system of weight may 
substitute half an ounce for fifteen grams 


the metric system ia its interior postal arrange- 
ment, and the adoption of that system at the 
thousands of post- omoes throughout the United 
States for the use of foreign correspondenve 
only would invgive not only a heavy ep ty ~* 
ture but an endless amount of trouble. t the 
same time, however, it was distinctly stated at 
the time that the adoption of the metrie system 
of weight in the domestic correspondence would 
in all probability be accomplisned in the course 
of a few years. Seven years have elapsed since 
that time, and, as far as known, no step bas as 
yet been taken to bring about the change. In 
uoting 3,880 of the Revised Statutes, 1 
ink you fall into an error in supposing that 
under that section the Postmaster-Geveral is 
compeiled to furnish metric scales to all t- 
offices in the country, the intention 
only to furaish them to offices exchanging 
mails with foreign countries, such as 
are known as “exchange ollices,”” as Chicago, 
New York, Boston, etc.—thac is, offices that 
make up and dispatch the mails in separate bags 
tor corresponding omces on the other side. As 
regards the rate of postage on newspapers, the 
treaty fixes this at not less than five nor more 
than li centimes on a 1 packet of fifty 
grams (or two ounces), but Detailed Regula- 
tione allow this country to raise to four ounces 
the weight to be allowed fora single newspape:, 
allowing. of course, a double rate on the greater 
weight, if the Pust-Oflice Department sees ut tu 
demand this. Having resigned my position in 
the Post-Omcee Department immediately after 
the conclusion of the treaty, and before it went 
into effect, lam, of course, not posted on the 
regulauons put in force since that time. 


The Recent Lyachings. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—Your editorial reference to 
recent lynchings in IMinois, Michigan, and Wis- 
consin this morning was brief and pointed. It 
is clear beyond possibility of mistake that unless 
some reform is had in the administration of the 
criminal law all respect for it will pass away. 
Whence is this reform to come? It can only 
spring from au aroused and organized public 
sentiment demanding such changes and amend- 
ments of the statutes and rules regulating ori- 
inal trials as shall make the punishment, of seif- 
confessed and defiant criminals at least, easy 
and certain. The means which are now availed 
of to so great an extent by astute lawyers to 
prevent the conviction of persons whose guilt 
is in many cases morally certain are those which 
were origivaliy devised to protect the innocent 
from injustice at a time when the accused had 
few rights that judges were bound to respect. 
The stories of hasty trials, summary con- 
victions, and severe punishment, extend- 
ing even to death, inflicted on 
men and women whose guilt was assumed on 
arraignment by tyrannical Judges, are familiar 
to all readers of history. But such sceues will 
never be enacted again among people laying 
claim to civilization. The results of the stub- 
born struggies by which they were at last ren- 
dered impossible have come down to us, how- 
ever, in the form of the various writs, stays, ap- 
peals,and reviews which serve to prolong the 
lives of red-banded murderers far beyoud the 
period which justice would allow, and too often 
secure their release. About the precedents es- 
tablisbed during the contest referred to has been 
accumulated a mass of legal learning, elabo- 
rated in an almost infiait number of fine dis- 
tincnons, the importance of which is absolutely 
incomprehensible to the common mind. The 
jealousy with which this learning is guarded by 
those whose livings and positions in the commu- 
nity are derived from it is seen in the strenu- 
ous opposition which meets every effort to sim- 
plify the law. So far does this go that the Judges 
of this State apparently refuse to give effect to 
the act directing that new trials shall not be 
granted except on questions raising a doubt of 
the guilt of accused. 

Now, inthis country all authority its derived 
from the people by delegation to officers and 
magistrates of various — and on any fail- 
ure to exercise the delegated authority in the 
spirit in whicb it was conferred it unquestiona- 
bly reverts to the people to be exercised by them. 
The reproach cast upon the communities and 
States about us by the summary execution of 
Williams, and others whose guilt was equally 
clear, cousists in the unwiilingness of the peo- 
* await the operation of the methods they 

themselves established. But what if these 
methods have failed again and again to accom- 
plish the purpose for which they were devised? 
The proper course is undoubtedly to set about 
devising others that will. In the meantime, 
bowever, shall the guilty be permitted to escape 
brougt the loose meshes of the lecai net opened 
for him by astute counsel? The people of 
Durand and of Bloomington have answered this 
question with a most emphatic negative, and 
5 their answer, in its results, represents the 
judgment of the greater communities of which 
they a — who can question? But the ad- 
ministration of justice in this way is open to 
abuses equally as great. if not greater, than those 
which mark the present practice in the courts, 
and it devolves upon the people of Iilinois, of 
Michigan, and Wisconsin, to so amend their 
statutes asto secure the ends aimed at by or- 
derly methods of procedure. ADVISER. 


Another Registration Scheme. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CMmOAdO, Nov. 2lL.—In your issue of the 5th, 
Thomas C. Clark presented a pian of books for 
registration of voters which is admirable and 
would require an entire new revision but once 
perhaps in five years, which is as long probably 
as the registration could run practitaily in a 
city whose population is so changeable as that of 
Chicago. But five years would be a saving of 
ten registrations as made now, and a supply of 
one more thorough that would serve as a 
foundation upon which a complete registration 
could be secured. Now suppose we go a step 
farther and makea finding list from the register 
for the use of the Judges at the election, and 
that instead of the books of registration being 
ruled as in Mr. Clarke's plan, the finding lists be 
so ruled with columns for the election for five 
years. The original registration would be made 
alfabetically as now, with the addition of a 
nuinber to each voter’s name, the voter's name 
being written in the register by one of the 
judges, and at the same time in the finding list 
by ove of the other judges. Thus the first per- 
son coming to register would be entered in both 
books as No. 1, the second No. 2, and 
so un, but No. 1 may be under 8 in the register, 
No. 2 under H. No. 3 under G, while in the find- 
ing list they would run consecutively on the 
same page to No. 25. The contemplated change 
is this: Let every voter be known by number 
in his inct, which number is assigned him 
by the judges when he is registered, and a num- 
bered ticket or certificate given him containing 
bis name, voting number, and the number of 
the precinct ia in which be is entitled to vote. 
He is ever after known in that precinct as voter 
No. 1, or 20, or 500, as the case may be, which 
num ber corresponds with the number attached 
to his name in the registry and the finding list, 
and so long us he lives in the precinct he is reg- 
istered witbout any further atteution on his 
part. Let the finding lists tben be made to con- 
tain the names of gy —— voters on a page, 
the first page 1 to 235 inclusive, the second page 
26 to 50 inclusive, and 80 on. edge of the 
book being numbered 25, 50. 75, 100, or for om 


two es 50, 100. 150, 200, and so on. Now 
voter ebenee to vote. The jude asks * What is 


our number? He replies 23.“ finder 
nows instantly where to look for the num- 
ber and name of voter, it being 


near the bottom of the first page. Had he re- 
lied 437 the finder would know equally well that 
t would be found about half way down the 
page tabbed 450. The judge then asks what is 
your name and where do you live?’ both of 
which questions being answered in accordance 
with the list, is sufficient evidence that be is the 
proper person to vote under that number. 

Now please notice the advantages of the find- 
ing list on election day. Most persons speak 
their names indistinctly; many names are out- 
landishly spelied, and do not correspond with 
the pronunciation of them; some commence 
with a C or K, according to the nationality. while 
many of the foreign names cannot be told at ail 
without being spelled out by their owners, but 
the eye of the finder can assist the ear, as the 
name—having been found by the number—is 
pronounced by the owner, and much delay and 
vexation is thereby avoided. As the voters drop 
out of the precinct by death or removal, their 
numbers remain vacant, and there is no longer 
a voter of their number in the precinct until the 
register is revised at the end of the five years, 
or sooner if by practice it is found necessary.

And the Law Against Underground 
Insurance Is Unconstitutio nal 
Anyhow. 


4 Happy Mlustration of the Inse- 
curity of This Kind of In- 
surance. 


The three brokers against whom the Auditor 
and Attorney-General have begun prosecutions 
for doing what is professionally known as an 
“underground” insurance business do not ap- 
pear to be particularly cut up over the matter, 
and will doubtiess gut the powers that be for 
all they are worth. Their defense will bo. in the 
first place, that they are not agents of the com- 
pagies not authorized to do business in the 
State; and, in the second place, that a law which 
prohibits a man from getting bis insurance, as 
he gets his dry goods, wherever he pieases, is 
unconstitutional, Leonard Swett bas been re- 
tained aa counsel by one of the parties, and the 
other two are likely to join with them, pool 
their issues, and make as sturdy and as obsti- 
nate a defense as possible. 

For the purpose of presenting the under- 
ground” side of the case, a TRIBUNE called 
yesterday on S. Rust Harris, 

. ONE OF THE BROKING TRIO, 
and found him quite ready to make a statement 
from the broker's standpoiut. 

“In the first place, observed Mr. Harris, it 
ig just as well to let the public know that we are 
not the only insurance men who have piaced 
insurance in these outside companies. They all 
do it. I don't suppose there is a broker or au 
agent on the street, with possibly one or two 
exceptions, that hasn't done it and isn’t doing it 
today. The insurance placed in these outside 
companies is of a character which it is utter- 
ly impossible to place in companies regularly 
authorized to do business in the State; or, again, 
it is the insurance which a large bouse, carrying 
a large line, finds it cannot place with the regu- 
lar companies, for the very reason that it has 
already ioaded them up with all they will take. 
For instance, Marshall Field & Co. place one- 
tenth of their insuranee in these outside com- 
panies. Why? Because they can’t get the 
others to carry all the insurance they need.” 

But these outside companies have. not com- 
plied with the law, and are not you, as their 
agent, gulity of violating the law when you 
piace risks with them?”

How do you make that out?“ 

„simply do business for a customer, not for 
the insurance companies. Take a furniture 
factory or a planing-will, for instance. The 
regular companies, as they are called, won't 
write on it, while some of these small companies 
will take the chances on it. The propriet 
after finding that the regular companies won 
help him, comes to me, or some other broker 
and asks me to do what | can for him. Thea i 
write to some reputable insurance man ja a 
city where this company is located, or is doing 
an authorized business, and ask bim to see that 
the risk is placed. In this way risks are taken 
to New York, New Orleans, Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, and other places. These outside companies, 
with a few exceptions. are perfectly goud, but 
they are small, and haven't enough capital to 
let them into the State. But the fact is, that 
lots of them, flading this Chicago business de- 
sirabie, have tuken the necessary steps to come 
in, apd are now reguiarly author:zed to do busi- 
ness in the State. But for wnat is called under- 
ground insurance they might 


NEVER HAVE GOTTEN BERE, 


Asa rule, I do business only with companies au- 
thorized to do business iu the State, but when a 
oustomer tinds he can’t get such companies to 
insure his property, and asks me to piace it for 
him wherever I can, 1 write to Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnat:, New York, New Orleans., or these other 
places, and, acting for the customer. piace the 
insurance in one of these outside companies.” 

* Who are sume of your customers?’ 

“Weil, there is E. A. Hartwell & Co.. N. B. 
Bassett & Co., and a number of others I could 
mention, all of whom have authorized me to get 
insurance for them wherever I eould, since it 
was im ible to wet it in the companies au- 
thorized to do business in the State. But, in 
placing the insurance, | was not the agent of the 
company, bad no authority to bind any company, 
didn't recommend any company, and simply 
sent an applicauon to some responsible man in 
one of these other cities to procure insurance 
for me as the agent of the assured.’ 

“You don't regard that as a violation of the 
aw? 

“No, sir. Mr. Sherman sars it is, but you will 
remember that the law refers to persons acting 


as agents for these outside companies. I insist 
that I do not come in that category. We aleo 
claim that 


THE LAW IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 
anybow. Can you deprive a business-man of 
the privilege of geiting his insurance, as he 
gets bis dry goods, wherever he chooses?” 

“Aud do you propose to raise that point?” 

“We probably shall before we get through 
with this matter.“ 

Has never oceurred to you that, under the 
decision dt the courts, one of these outside 
companies can void a loss if it so chooses—in 
other words, that the contract of insurance be- 
tween thé assured and a company not authorized 
to do business in the State is ilieral, and can't 
be maintained at law, unless the company is 
sued in the State where it is organized?” 

“No, but I ctaim that it is just as straight, 
honorabie, and legal for me to get insurance, and 
make a contract outside of the State. as it is 
for me to transact business on any other basis 
with any other firm.” 

Aud your outside companies get out of pay- 
ing any revenue, while they take premiums out 
of Illinois.“ 

“That may be, but the maln point is, that the 
assured has a right to get his insurance any- 
where, just as Marshal! Field & Co. have a right 
to go where they choose to buy their dry goods. 
As I said before, nearly every agent on the street 
does an ‘underground’ business, more or less, 
with possibly one exception, and this is nothing 
more nur less than an attempt to make two or 
three of us 

SCAPEGOATS FOR ALL THE REST. 

I may say now, for once and ail, that we don't 
propose to have it all loaded off onto us.“ 

It so happened at this juncture that one of 
Mr. Harris’ customers, Mr. Bassett, came into 
the office, and, getting the drift of the interview, 
proceeded to state that the regulurly-autborized 
companies had refused to write on bis picture- 
frame factory, whereupon he had gotten Mr. 
Harris to place his insurunce with anybody that 
would take it. And what’s more, be added, 
I would go to South America for my insurance, 
if necessary.” 

It is quite possible, of course, that all the un- 
derground companies in which Mr. Harris bas 
placed insurance may be perfectly sound and 
won't go back on a risk, but the insecurity of 
„underground insurance is bappily illustrated 
just now by the fact that 

THE ATLAS OF HARTFORD, 

which wound up the other day, was ove of these 
very underground organizations, and at icast 
one policyholder in town is anxiously inquiring 
whether he is likely to eet anythmy on a 34,000 

icy on a risk which was recently burned. It 
is understood that there are three or tour more 
in the same predicament, and possibly haifa 
dozen. The company traveled, not so much on 
the name Atlas as it did on the name Atlas 
of Harttord.“ for a Hartford company on gen- 
eral principles is in popular estimation about 
as good as they muke ‘em, and the stopping of 
the Atias is the worst sort of a mortification to 
the staunch companies of that city, though in 
of good riddance. 


one sense it is a case 
The Atlas, of course, had no agent 
here. It badn't enough assets to 


enable it to comply with the law, and depended 
on brokers who were willing to do au “under* 
ground” business. Among other things it bad 
$1,000 or 8o on the McGeogh & Everinugbam loss 
at the recent Stock-Yards fire. That loss is not 
due till some time next month. The company is 
out of busincss, and what the losers will manage 
to eke out of it is a conundrum which time 
alone can solve. It hasn't escaped notice 
either that several of the underground compan- 
jes which were stuck on a St. Paul tire pot long 
ago haven't paid up yet, and the losers have 
been obliged to bring suits against them in their 
native bailiwicks. 
IE TAKE THE RISK. 

It is undoubtedly true that such people as 
Marshall Fieid & Co., J. V. Parwell & Co., A. T. 
Stewart & Co., and other houses witich are nec- 
essarily compelied to carry large lines of insur- 
ance, are obliged tw use these “ underground ” 
concerns from the fact that the reguiariy-au- 
thorized companies can’t aad won't carry ali the 
insurance they want. Kaon of these tirme, it is 
understood, bas a man specially ewployed to 
wok after its insurance. The broker doesn’t 
enter into che traosaction. All the negotiations 
are eon by correspondence between the 
firmand the company, and the firm, of course, 
assumes the risk of cvilecting its policies in 
“underground” companies, in case of a loss by 
fire. lt will readily occur to the reader that even 
an undergrou company may have some 


rd for its tanon, and that while it 
would be a good adverti t for it to have

A Toll-Road for Sale-More Hospital 
Buildings Wanted—Sexton Pops Up 
Again, but Fails te Get a Certain 
$12,000—A Move to Abolish Tell-

but Required to Mereafter Give a 
$10,000 Bend. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was beld yesterday afternoon, all of the 
members present except Messrs. O'Neill and 
Purington. Commissioner Ender occupied the 
chair. 


A TOLI-ROAD FOR SALE. 

A communication was received from the Pres- 
ident of the Liucolu Avenue & Niles Centre 
Toll-Road Company offering Co sell the road to the 
county for $15,000, and to give possession of the 
same us soon as the money was paid. Referred 
to thie Committee on Roads and Bridges. 

A communication from the Commissioner of 
Highways of Palatine was read announcing the 
completion of the Sawyer bridge over Salt 
Creek, near Plum Grove, and asking its early 
inspection, which was referred to the Committee 
on Roads and Bridges. 

An order of court was presented authorizing 
the Clerk of the Criminal Court to appoint one 
Assistant Deputy Clerk and one additional 
Court Clerk. Referred to the Committee on 
Public Service. 

THE HOSPITAL. 

The Warden of the County Hospital submitted 
his annual report, which was referred. It wasa 
lengtby document, and showed that the average 
number of patients bad been 352, against 251 for 
the previous year, all of whom bad remained at 
the institution on an average thirty days each. 
There bad been 433 cases of typboid fever, 162 of 
which were in August. The permanent im- 
provements bad cost about 35,000, and a neces- 
sity existed for the immediate erection of an 
executive building and surgical ward. The 
expenses were shown to have been 890,688, and 
the items of expense were: Groceries and pro- 
visions, $30,775; dry goods, $5,808; crockery, 
$659; bardware, $615: furniture, $150; stauoa- 
ery, $455; paints and oils, $774; machinery, 

lumbing, etc., $1,498; drugs, 85.821; surgical 

ressings and appliances, $3,297; wines and 
liquors, $1,746; regular sularies, $19,166; 
extra salaries, $1,604; fuel, $12,468; gas, 
$3,387; and expeuses outside of running 
expenses, $10,438. The cost of feeding the 
patients bad been 19 cents — day, and 61% 
cents including everything. @ report, in con- 
clusion, showed that the number of deaths for 
the year bad been 422, or ll per cent of the 
putients, and gave the uationality of the in- 
mates as follows: United States, 1,742; Ireland, 
050; German, 477; Ungland. 115; Sweden, 20; 
Scotland. 6); Norway, 0; Denmark, 63; France, 
25; Italy, 15; Wales, 10; and Switzerland, 1. 

FORFEITED BONDS, 

The County-Attorney submitted a eommupni- 
cation in reference to examining titles in sales 
on forfeited bonds to be made by the Sheriff, 
citing that, to carry out the orders of the board 
in the matter, it would be necessary to consult 
private abstract firms, tor which he had no au- 
thority. and asking further action. Referred to 
tne Finance Committee. 

The Chicago & Lemont Stone Company sub- 
mitted a letter asking that their bills, hereto- 
fore ordered placed on nie, be taken from the 
flies and allowed. Referred to the Committee 
on Publie Build:ogs. 


COMPLETING THE COURT-HOUSE. 

The Committee on Public Buildings reported 
in favor of paying bills to the amount of $7,000, 
and advertising for proposals for completing 
the stonework on the new Court-House. The 
report was adopted. 


HEAVY BONDS. 


The official bonds of W. T. Johnson as Treas- 
urer and Collector for 188 in thé sum of 
$6,000,000 were presented and approved. The 
bond for Collector was in the sum of $2,000.000, 
and signed by H. P. Keilogg, George E. Bliss, 
B. H. Campbeli, W. II. Bradiéy. George Schnei- 
der, H. A. Hibbard, W. A. Hammond, Sidney A. 
Kent, Albert E. Kent, - Hutebinson, i, P. 
Hutchinson, Orson Smith, E. A Lancaster, John 
C. Carroll, William Beye, and Ira 8. Younglove. 
The bond for Treasurer was in the sum of 
$4,000,000, and was signed by the same persons. 

The Committee on Equalization reported ad- 
versely on the proposiaouto “farm out the 
unoovering of untaxed property, and the report 
was udopted without dissent. 

The Cummittee on Elections reported fixing 
the pay of the judges and clerks at the late 
election, allowing the judges $5 a day for two 
davs’ services as registrars, and the cierks and 
Judges $6 each for services on election day and 
Hight.

A Vigorous Letter, Sharply Criticising 
Commissioners and Contraotors— The 
Resignation Accepted. 


Chemical and Medicinal Properties of 
the Artesian Well Waters— 
Improvements. 


The West Park Board met yesterday after- 
noon. There were present Commissioners Mc- 


Rabifs. 

The Secretary read a report from J. E. Siebel, 
the chemist employed by the board to analyze 
the water in the artisian wells of the west parks. 
After giving the constituent proportions of the 
water in Garfleid Park he says: “The water 
not only contaius the largest amount of solid 
substances of auy of the miueral waters in this 
neighborhood, but it also contains them so ar- 
ranged and in such quantities that it cannot 
fail to be of great benefit in a variety of cases. 
While its principal character is that of a saline 
water, it contains a sufficient amount of iron to 
allow of its being classified as a chalybeate water, 
in consequence of which its use is indicated in 
cases in which auemla is a prominent feature. 
The saline and caicie properties of the water 
warrants its use in special cases of indigestion, 
diseases of the urinary organs, rheumatism, and 
kindred affections. The complex charaeter of 
the water will be found especially useful ic com- 
plicated cases, the disposition of which must be 
left to the practicing physician, and in this con- 
nection the presence of bromide of magnesium 
will also be considered an important factor. 
Technically speaking, this water is also a ther- 
mal water, as ite temperature is above the mean 
annual temperature of Chicago—a feature 
which may be of some significance at a future 
day when the subject of public bath-houses will 
receive more attention.“ The waters in Hum- 
boldt and Douglas Parks were also spoken of in 
higu terms, and their use believed to be of bene- 
fit in certain cases. 

Op motion of Mr. Woodard the report was ac- 
cepted. He also suggested that it would be well 
to have copies of the report printed and posted 
up near the weus in the parks for the benefit of 
visitors. 

President McCrea said he had been the recipi- 
ent of a letter from Mr. J. Frank Lawrence, and 
he asked that it be read. The letter was quite 
lengthy, and is as follows: 

LAWRENCE’S RESIGNATION, 

“ CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—10 the Hon. S. H. McCrea, 
President of the West Park Board: I inclose 
my resignation as a member of the honorable 
board, which you will please forward to Gov. 
Cullom, and oblige me. I do this in this way 
that it may be a notice to you, us President, and 
with a desire that you may also see that my iet- 


ter to Gov. Cullom a respectful one, 
and with no reflections upon an 
one. I feel that my power for ¢ 


in the board ig of no account for the future. 1 
have felt like resign'ng for weeks, as — know, 
but have delayed in consequence of your ad- 
vice, and the vbjections of my friends. But the 
action of the Finance Committee in paying the 
Engineer's estimates at this time has deter- 
mined me to take this course now. I objected 
to its payment now because too early. Mr. Am- 
berg 8 contract provides tbat it the work has 
progressed satisfactorily and the material has 
been satistactory the board may pay, upon the 
estimates of the engineer in charge, &% per cent 
of the amount due. We are now within ten 
days of the time for the entire completion of the 
contract. Of the 7,00 yards required of Mr. 
Amberg less than 1,000 yards are upon the street. 

„ Hotwithstanding all my opposition, a very 
large percentage of it does not comply with the 
contract, and, in my judgment, should 
not be paid for witbout a 
reduction upon the bill. To sign the estimate 
for payment, without some reduction, would be 
an uocknowledgment that the material and prog- 
ress had been satisfactory. 1 cannot so stultify 
myseit. Payment now removes the spur for 
pushing the work faster and better, and will be 
regarded by Amberg & Co. as a license to con- 
tinue in tne future as they have in the past, and 
I will not by my act sanction such slow progress 
or payment for such material. 

“Mr. Amberg came into my office Thursday 
with the Eugineer’s estimate of amount of work 
to a certain date for me to sign as a member of 
tbe Finance Committee. No deduction had 
been made for imperfect work. He further as- 
sured me, in answer to my complaints, that his 
contract was now being fully complied with, 
and thag the stone coming upon the street was 
fully d to the contract. told bim I would 
meet bitn and yourself upon the street the next 
morning. I did so. But I found that the stone 
being then delivered was worse in size than any 
thus far introduced, and his explanation did not 
satisfy me. We have had too many explana- 
tions from Louis Amberg. He bas 


IMPOSED UPON THE BOARD EVERY DAY FOR

in either failing to deliver any stone at all, or 
stone too large, when delivered. I have looked 
on thie coarse stone witb more fear, perhaps, 
than other members of the board, for 1 fuil 
believe they will-have to be finally covered wit 
something. in consequence of their working to 
the surtace. lLbave feared that that covering 
would be gravel; but if of stone screenings it 
would be expensive, and bave to be applied 
largely in future years from money received by 
taxation for the improvement and extension of 
the park system. euce my earnest exertion to 
keep this coarse stone off the street, and to keep 
the coutractor close to the terms of bis contract, 
to ubviate the use of gravel or expenditures for 
additional screenings in coming years. 
„believe a present expenditure of $13 per 
front foot pe. so complete a street of stone 
that it will not need large expenditures for ad- 
ditions or repairs for mauy years to come, and 
if these repairs cr additions are needed, they ure 
the direct result of deviation in the contract 
from the ordinance for the improvement of the 
street. [am willing to stand on this opinion, 
and in future years be judged by it from the 
condition of the street. salarge taxpayer in 
localities on and near Washington street boule- 
vard, wy interests are icentified with those who 
are paying for this improvement, and, duri 
my short term of service as a Commissioner, 
endeavored to work conscientiously for their 
interests. When I assumied the duties of my of- 
tice, 1 fully comprebended the necessity for 
earnest action by the board for completing the 
street. It wastorn up from Halsted street to 
Western avenue, impassable tor travel, and 
with pipes exposed to freezmgif not covered 
before winter. The Engjneer and Secretary of 
the board will testify to my efforts for taster 
and better improvements. As I review my 
course, I cannot see how I could have done 
more. Iseay, witbout fear of truthful contra- 
diction, that, had my suggestions been acted on, 
much more of the street would have been com- 
pleted, and fewer houses would oul have mud 
before their doors today. I would bave pro- 
cured stones elsewhere, as soon as the inefliciency 
of the contractor became clearly apparent, in 
addition to those he was delivering, and, if they 
cost more per yard, the difference should dave 
the amount we owed such con- 


tractor, and all stones from the quarry that

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. .21.—The recent attempt 
of Senator Voorhees to commit the Demucratic 
party to a protective tariff is not relished by the 
wheel-horses of his party, who have no hesi- 
taocy in expressing their disapproval of his new 
departure. Ex-Senator McDonald, State Sen- 
ator Beli, of Fort Wayne, and other prominent 
Democrats have given the proposed change of 
policy no encouragemnent, and the Democrat 
is yet to hear from who indorses Mr. Voorhees. 
It is evident that the sentiment of the leaders of 
the party in this State is ia favor of the old Dem- 
cratic doctrine of “tariff for revenue oniy,” 
and will seek to commit the party to sucba 
piatform in the next convention. In the opin- 
ion of leading Republicans it is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether such a plank can be got into the 
platform. Mr. Voorhees has great popularity 
and influence among the masses of bis party, 
not only by virtue of bis position as United 
States senator, but because of bis off-hand man- 
ners, bis rabbie-rousing oratory, and his long 
devotion to his party, and it is the guess of 
shrewd politicians that the result will be an 
omission from the pfatform of any deciaration 
on the subject, thus giving Mr. Voorbees the op- 
portunity to preaeh either free trade or protec- 
tuon accord 


a piatform 

could advocate protection in the mabpnu- 
tacturing and mining districts of 
the State, and point to his Atlanta speech to 
sustain him, while iu the agricultural districts 
be could dilate upon the beauties of free trade, 
and instance the whole distory of the Dem- 
vcratic party as favoring that doctrine. Such, 
at least, is thought by some to have been Mr. 
Voorhees’ purpose in taking the position he did, 
while others believe it to have been the result 
of an honest conversion to the theory of pro- 
tection. The latter assert that Mr. Voorhees 
represents progressive element of his party, 
is disposed to leave the oid issues which have 
n pronounced against time and time again 
y the country, and carry his party into an ag- 
gressive campuign, burying tne records of the 
past, and placing it in the current of modern 
progress. it is believed that Democrats of this 
type look to an early breaking upof the old 
party and tbe formation of a new one, 
and that they have the -sagacity to 
sce that, in auen an event, the 
old moss-backs of the party will be laid on the 
shelf and men of progressive ideas placed ia 
the front. But whatever the true inwardness of 
Mr. Voorhees’ change of poeition on the tariff 
question, it has certainly been the subject of 
much comment and speculation among the 
members of his party, and if he undertakes to 
make his views an issue in the convention there 

is likely to be no lack of fun ahead.

SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Her Legislature Will Meet in Begular 
Session Today—Measures to Come 
Betore the Body for lis Action. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
CoLuMBIA, 8. C., Nov. 21.—The South Carolina 
Legislature meets in regular session bere tomor- 
row. A vast amount of important work has 
been mapped out for our law-makers, and it is 
therefore more than probable that the forth- 
coming session will be one of unusual interest, 
and will probably be protracted into February 
or March. The following is a brief outline of 
some of the most important work which will 
claim the serious attention of the iegisiators: 

The report of the Committee on the Amend- 

ments to the Constitution, and that of tne 

Commission to Revise the Election Laws, will 

be presented and demand careful consideration 

and thorough discussion. The reports of the 
commission to revise the tax laws, the regula- 
tion of railroads, and the militia laws will pre- 
sent important work. The commission to re- 
vise the Code will also submit their report, 
which will occupy many days in discussion. The 

Land law, the Fence law, the liquor question, the 

Concealed-Weapous law, and the usual routine 

work will take up muchtime. The report of 

the Constitutional Commissien will recommend 
that tbe term of ail Judges shail be dur- 
ing good behavior; that the State officers, 
members of the Legisiature, County Com- 
missioners, and Probate Judges shall serve for 
four years instead of two; that School Commis- 
sioners in the counties sbali be appointed for 
two years by the Board of Education instead of 
being elected by the people; that voters may be 
disfrauchised upon convicuon of robbery, 
larceny, perjury, and forgery; and that new 
counties may be formed of more than 20.000 ſu- 
babitants or be 400 square miles in extent. The 
commission appointed to revise the election 
laws will make their report. They will recom- 
mend that the State election shall be beld on a 


different day from that of the Presidential elec- 


tion, and t the voter before depositing his 
bailot in the box be uired to show a certifi- 
cate that he has paid bis poll-tak. This, if 
adopted, will cut off a large percentage of the 
negro vote. However, this is a Democratic 
meusure designed to curtail the power of the 
freedmen, and if successful will bring about a 
revolution iu politics. *

Uafortunately the registration of 
Vital statistics was introauced into India as late 
as 1865,so that there has hardly a sufficient 
length of time elapsed to uce accurate 
results.

In the northwestern 
provinces a census taken in 1872 showed an in- 
crease on the population of 1865 at the rate of 
52 per cent per annum, but this increase is 
probably in part attributable to more accurate 
registration, while the famine of must 
have affected the normal growth of 
population in parts of the province. In 
the central provinces an annual increase of 
33 percent was shown by the census to have 
taker place between 1467 and 1872. In Burmab 
the population is believed to have increased 30 
per centin the years 1862to 1872. The returns 
trom the other districts are too vague to be of 
use. One of the peculiaritiesof India is the large 
preponderanve of its rural population. in Ben- 
gal, the northwestern provinces, and Oudh 
per cent of the population live in villages, 
and only 7 per cent live in towns containing over 
5.000 people. And it is probable that 00 per cent 
of the rural population, or rather more than 80 
per cent of the total popula. is closely cgn- 
nected with the land. ese few facts and Hg - 
ures make it easy to realize what terrible results 
are produced by any failure in the crops. 


OBITUARY. 


Alonzo Huntington.

CHICAGO, Nov. 2L—Of the earlier members of 
the Chicago bar, and those who, in the early 
daye, rode the circuit, few now remain, and the 
death of Alonzo Huntington, last week, lessened 
the number, and removed an old landmark of 
the past. He was Prosecuting Attorney when 
Butterfield & Collins, Spring & Goodrich, Morris, 
Scammon 4 Judd, Patrick Ballingow, Mellroy. 
Jobo J. Brown, and McDougal & Peck were at 
the bar, and many of them rode the circuit with 
him. He held the otlice of State’s- Attorney two 
terms, became a successful prosecutor, and the 
guilty rarely escaped. But the office never made 
bim cruel and bloodthirsty, as it oftenjdoes those 
who discharge its duties for any considerable 
time. His nature had too much of the milk of 
human kiuduess in it. Traveling the circuit 
in pioneer times, like going to sea, or camping 
out, brings out the good and the bad traits of 
character, and makes apparent the real nature 
of the man. Many hardships are to be encoun- 
tered, many annoyances to be put up with, and 
many opportunities presented for the display of 
kindness, courtesy, and unseltishness, and for 
each one of these traits Huntington was always 
distinguished. He wasever ready to share with 
bis friends and comrades the best room at the 
hotel or cabin, the best dish at the table, the 
best of everything ne had, even to hu bed, and 
therefore there was alwuys a kind and warm 
friendship felt for him by his asseciates. These 
traits of bis character were very conspicuous 
at ter the great ure of 1871. His hospitality was 
unlimited, or rather ooly limited by the ca- 
pacity of his house. Every homeless 
friend wus most heartily welcomed 
and made to feel quite at dome, and be made 
his guests realize that it gave him more pieasure 
to welcome them than „ ed in receiving 
bis generous hospitality. is desire to make 
others happy with au opeu- handed liberality to 
the remotest members of his own family was 
perhaps the most striking feature of his char- 
acter. He wasa benefactor to many, and he 
bas left many who will cherish his memory. And 
what better can be said of any man than that 80 
long as be lived he tried tried faithfully to make 
every friend and every relative happy? A man 
of whom this cun be said, and a man who nas 
brought up a family so refined, so cultured, and 
so worthy as that of Mr. Huntington, has not 
lived in vain. A.

But now comes the strangest part of 
all. For the past few days her stomach bas ap- 
parertiy recuvered from its paralysis, and has 
retained a small amount of food swallowed in 
the usual way—somethbing she bas not done for 
over a year—and there is a p that she 
may entirely recover from the stroke of paraly- 
sis and reguin ber usual neaith—an event which 
is regarded as almost a miracle. Should she 
get weil she will be about the only person who 
ever succeeded in securing insurance money on 
their life before death, and who has subsisted 
the length of time she bas without food. It isa 
most remarkable cause, and one which bas bafiled 
the skill of the best physicians throughout tne 
State, many of whum have come here to see and 
treat the case, but all without success, and, after 
being given up by the doctors, Nature seems to 
have exerted berseif to show the doctors that 
their scientific theories and treatment do not 
amount to so very much after all.

Six Hundred Victims of Whisky. 
San Francisco Alta. 

The Corwin during ber voyage to Alaska 
landed on St. Lawrence Island. having orders 
to investigate the wholesale starvation of the 
natives. At the first viliage at which om 1 
landed all were dead; so also at the secon 
where fifty-four dead bodies were counted, 
nearly all full-grown males. At another place 
150 persons—men, women, and children—were 
dead. At the next settlement twelve dead 
bodies, and atthe following thirty were found. 
All the inhabitants on the north side of the 
island. where whisky traders sold liquor, are 
dead—not one escaping. Tbe general starvation 
occurred two years ago last winter. Since then 
the presence of the Corwin in the Arctic has 
broken up this inhuman whisky tradmg. The 
empty whisky kegs are seen strewn all about. 
The total number of dead bodies found on St. 
Lawrence isiana wus over 600. The survivors 
say that white traders from Honolulu sold whis- 
ky, which the natives bought, and got drunk, 
remaining so during the season for laying in 
their winter supply of walrus and seal.

The price ranges 
from $1.50 to $21 per gross. The latter are em- 
broidered on the ends witb flowers and fllagree, 
ana packed in giass-covered boxes.

Pustmusters 
at such offices are authorized to transfer funds 
from the postage to the money-order account 
for the pur of meeting the demand for the 
payment of money-orders. In case where the 
postage funds are insufficient or not available 
for the purpose at offices east of the Rocky 
Mountains, Postmasters are allowed each a 
credit toa designated amount with the Post- 
master at New York and inetructed to draw up- 
on him as the exigencies of the money-order 
business may require. ip like cases in the Paci- 
tic States and Territories Postmasters are sup- 
plied with funds by the Postmaster at San Fran- 
viseo, Cal, or the Postmaster at Portland. Or e. 
The drafts drawn by Postmasters during the 
year against the credits allowed them, as stated, 
with the Postmaster at New York, amounted to 
$9,654,220.34, while during the same period Post- 
masters on the Pacific slope who required as- 
sistunce to pay orders drawn upon their 
offices were furnished with funds to the 
amount of $203,722 by the Postmaster at San 
Francisco, and to the amount of $25.96 by the 
Postmaster at Portland, Ore. The transfers

Order System, stated below. Claims for credit 
to the amount of $1,817 on account of the loss 
of nine of the alleged remit®nces were disal- 
lowed, and $2,331 of the losses reported were 
recovered by post-office inspectors in the serv- 
ice of the Department, while in three instances, 
in which the amounts together aggregated the 
sum of Sars, it was ascertained that the remit- 
tances hud been delayed in transit and bad 
finally reached their destination. Thus, us is 
minutely set forthin the aforementioned tabie 
C. thirty-four of the total number of cases, ag- 
gregating $4,804, were disposed of during the 
year ended June 30, 1881. and forty-tbree, in 
which the claims together amounted to $5,949, 
remained unsettied at that date. ‘ 

MONEY ORDERS ERRONEOUSLY PAID. 


During the ver ciaims were filed in thirty-six 
cases on account of alleged improper payment 
of money orders. The amount of ali these 
claims was 6767.07. Their number, compared 
with the total number of payments made during 
the year, is as one to 211.881. 

Ninety-nine cases of alleged improperly paid 
money orders, amounting to $2,155.49, were in- 
vestigated during the year. Sixty-tbree of 
them were cases of payments made during 
previous years, and of these twenty-two were 
not brought to the notice of the department un- 
til after June 30, 1880. In thirty-three instances 
the amounts, the total of which was $477.75, were 
recovered by »8t-office inspectors and paid 
overto the rightful owners; in seven cases, in 
which the orders altogether amounted to $84.15, 
the paying Postmasters were, after due investi- 


_ gation, held responsibie for the erroneous pay- 


ments; in four, where erroneous payment was 
directly attributabie to carelessness on the part 
of remitters, payees, or indorsees, they were re- 
vired to sustain the loss, $124; in nine, the loss, 
268.85 altugether, was assumed by the 
department. the paying Postmaster baving been 
found not at fault: and iu eleven it was ascer- 
tained that the orders, amounting to $206.52, had 
been originally paid to the proper persons. 
Thirty-five claims, involving the payment of 
$942.19, were pending at the close of the year. 
The receipts and expenditures of the domestic 
money-order system for the fiscal vear ended 
June 30, 1881, are reported by the Auditor as fol- 
lows:

UNCLAIMED MONEY-ORDER FUNDS. 

The amount of unclaimed money orders, do- 
mestic and foreign, at the close of the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1881, is estimated by the 
Auditor as $1,200,000. At the end of the 
same ear the approximate amount due 
by the United States w foreign countries on 
uccount of the excbunge of money orders with 
them was 880.000. and the money-order system 
wus liabie at the same time for the payment to 
the Treasury for the service of the Pust-Oftice 
Department of the amount of the revenue from 
the international money-order business for the 
fiscal yearended June Ww, 1881, estimated at 

. But the total amount of money order 
funds in the Sub- Treasury at New York City on 
June 30, 1881. after deducting the amount due 
the postage account for transfers from the post- 
age to the money-order account, and also the 
amount of the annual revenue for the last year, 
was $1.561,654.37. It is apparent, therefore, tbat 
the total unclaimed amount as estimated by the 
Auditor, 61.250. 000. could not be turned over to 
the Treasury for the service of the Post- 
Office Department without detriment to 
the money-order system, because, in 
that event. there would remain in the 
hands of the Assistant Treasurer only 81. 
64.37, a sum insufficient by $68,345.68 to pay the 
indebtedness to foreign countries and the rev- 
enue from the international money-order busi- 
ness for the last fiscal year. The amount rep- 
resenting this deticit forms a part of the sum of 
51.47. 108.30, which at date of June 30, 1881, was 
in the hands of Postmasters in the form of re- 
serves to meet the payment of orders and in re- 
mittances in transit, this latter sum of $1,427,- 
108.59 forming the larger purtion of the working 
capital of the money-order system. There is 
NO PROVISION OF LAW UNDER WHICH THIS 

UNCLAIMED MONEY CAN BE DISPOSED OF. 
It would seem to be expedient that a, portion of 
it should be turned over to the Treasury for the 
service of the Post- ce Department. The Su- 
perintendent of the money-order system sug- 
gests that it would be well to retainin the hands 
of the Assistant Treasurer for the operations of 
the serviceg sum equal to the amount of all

THE BEGINNING OF DEFICIENCIES. 

The rates of letter-postage were reduced by 
the act of March 3, 11, from five to three 
cents. There were also reductions made for 
second and third class matter. The effect of 
these reductions was a very much greater dimi- 
nution of the revenues than was expected; at 
the same time it was found necessary to read- 
just the commissions of Postmasters, which sen- 
sibiy increased the cost of collecting the reve- 
nues of the department. But there was at this 


date

from the theory which the founders of our Gov- 
ernment adopted, and which had up to that 
time been tenaciously adbered to. Sec. 7 of the 
act of Maren 3, 1851, provided “that no post- 
office now in existence shall be discontinued, 
nor shall the mail service on any mail route in 
any of the States or Territories be discon- 
tinued or diminishedj in consequence of any 
diminution of the revenues that may result 
from thie act; and it shail be the duty of the 

master-General to establish new post- 
offices, and place the mall service on any new 
mail routes established, or that may hereafter 
be established, in the same manner as though 
this act had not passed.” 

This did not repeal the act of 1825 requiring 
the Postmaster-General todiscontinue ali routes 
not producing after three years one-fourth the 
cost of maiutaining them. It was not designed 
to repeal that law; it was a mere temporar 
provision; no post-office was to be discontinued, 
and the mail service was not tosuffer because 
“of any diminution of the revenues that may 
result from this act.“ Nevertheless, the discon- 
tinuance of routes because they did not yield 
one-fourth the expense of maintaining them 
gradually ceased, and the law of 1825 in this par- 
ticular became a dead letter. j

ought not to be a charge upon the postal fund. 
wa still more positively recognized in the act of 
1851. Not only was an annual appropriation of 
00.000 made to pay for the mail service per- 
formed for the two Houses of Congress and the 
other departments and offices of the Goveru- 
ment,” but the money appropriated by the act 
of 1&7 which bad not been drawn from the 
Treasury was. made availiable and the appro- 
priation continued. By these two enact- 
ments Congress solemnly recognized the great 
principle underlying the estabiishment of 
the Post-Oltice Department that the 
revenues collected through postal charges are 
not to be used for any other purpose thao that 
for which they are assessed and collectecd— 
Eamely: to afford the people the best possible 
postal facilities at the least possibie cost. Not 
even the Goverrment, which assumed the con- 
trol and administration of the postal fund, has 
an equitable right to charge it with the cost of 
performing its official mail service. However,

rtunity which was then offered for 
increased expenditures of money in extending 
the mail service was a very favorable one. The 
recently acquired territory on the Pacitic coast 
had, by the discovery of gold, assumed the ut- 
most importance. The tide of emigration west- 
wurd received a new impetus. The populous 
States east of the Mississippi River were sepa- 
rated frum the new Eldorado by a vast stretch 
of uninhabited country and by what was then 
supposed to be an almost impassabie range of 
mountains. The cost of supplying the rapidly- 
accumulating population on the Pacific coast 
with mails was necessarily great. What was 
practicaily a brunch wpost-oflice department 
had to be established in San Francisco. 
The advertisement and letting of mail 
routes had to be delegated to a special agent of 
the departinent clothed with extraordinary 
power for this purpose. The great distance 
from the seat of Government, and the delay in 
communicating with the department's agents 
incident to a long sea voyage, crippled the 
efforts of the Government in establishing a mail 
service. Priyate enterprise, always alert to 
seize opportunities which promise large returns 
upon small investments, was equal to this occa- 
sion, and 
THE EXPRESS MAILS OF CALIFORNIA 

were the result. The miners depended largely 
upow the private express companies, not only 
for their necessary supplies, but as safe me- 
diums of trarsmitting their accumulations to 
friends ora place of safety. It was but natural 
that the general office of the express company 
at San Francisco should become the address of 
all the advénturers who flocked, to the golden 
shores of the Pacific. The express company 
readily undertook the task of dei:vering letters 
thus accumulating at their office, because it was 
very brofitabie. They could charge what they 
pleased. This was the origin of what is known 
as Wells, Fargo & Co.'s postal service in 
California—an institution to which the people 
have become so accustomed that. notwith- 
standing the acknowledged efficiency of the 
Government service, they stiil very largely 
patronize it. The building of the Panama Kail- 
road did not decrease the cost of transporting 
the mails to California. That company had a 
monopoly of transportation across the isthmus 
and regulated its own charges. For several 
years the Government was at the mercy of the 
railroad company. Then followed other mail 
routes by way of ‘lehuantepec and across 
Mexico. 

Adventurers and schemers swarmed about 
the corridors and labored session after session 
of Congress for special contracts. The great 
overiaud routes were established, and vast sums 
were anuually drawn from the Treasury for this 
costly branch of the service. 

It is not my purpose to discuss the wisdom of 
the administration of the Post-Office Vepart- 
ment during this period. It was an unusual oc- 
casion. It was undoubtedly the duty of the 
Government to furnish to these outlying settie- 
ments the speediest and safest postal facilities 
possible. it must be remembered also that 
Congress assumed the eptire responsibility of 
the 


The op 


GREATS@OVERLAND MAIL SERVICE, 
and established the routes, and prescribed the 
service and the rates of compensation there for. 
The only discretion left to the Postmaster-Gen- 
erul was the deterwination, in the first instance, 
of the one most advantageous among the sever- 
al routes suggested. And, moreover, the cost of 
operating these large and expensive routes was 
not made a charge upon the regular postal fund. 
The appropriation was at first specie. and the 
accounts kept separate in tne Post-Office De- 
partment as weil as in the Treasury. But little 
by little the departure from the long-established 
principle of the department grew more and more 
radical, and 

THE ANNUAL DEFICIENCY 
kept pace, till in the year 1860 the expenditures 
exceeded the receipts by more than $10,500,000. 
The peopie gradually became, in a manner, ac- 
customed to the enormous expenditures of the 
department. The contractors, who grew rich at 
the expense of the Government, found it com- 
paratively easy, and probably very profitable, to 
defy a Postmaster-Geueral disposed to éconv- 
mize and by degrees bring back the department 
10 the honest business basis upon which our 
fathers bad established it. It became the fash- 
ion to gu tu Congress aud lobby through bills 
establishing routes and prescribing pay for 
such and such service thereon. If the depart- 
ment attempted to hold contractors to a strict 
performance of their contracts, and to exact 
penalties for the non-performance of service, 
they resorted to Congress for relief, and seidom 
failed to ovtain it. 
THE INEVITABLE RESULT. 

The result was, of course, inevitable. In this 
as in every other case, the departure once made 
from a wise and prudent practice, and every 
species of extravagance necessarily follows. It 
is not the immedimte evil that is to be feared 
the most, but the trarm of other and still greater 
resultant evils. The condition of the depart- 
ment iu 1500 bad become alarming. Inc deticit 
Was Si. 662,542.09, and this enormous deticiency 
continued, in spite of a late but honest effort. 
which was made towards the ciose of Buchbanan’s 
Administration, to reform existing abuses and 
curb luvish expenditures. 

The immediate effect of the War upon the 

tal revenues was iargely to increase thew. 
This is not surprising, because with a million of 
soldiers in the field, chiefly drawn from a class 
whose correspoude ge is in ordinary times quite 
limited, the volume of mail mattes was thereby 
creatix increased. And, moreover, every busi- 
ness interest was stimulated to the utmost by 
the enormous expenditures of the Government 
for war material and supplies. Tue general 
correspondence was, of course, proportionately 
— — and the postal revenues swollen. The 
cu ¢ off of the mail service in the South and 
Southwest largeiy reduced the expenditures of 
the Post-Office Department, and although the 
expensive aud upprofitabie overiand mails con- 
tinuedto be a beavy drain, the department at 
first slowly and then rapidity began to be lifted 


OUT OF THE SLOUGH OF INSOLVENCY. 
In 1803 the expenditures 
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society was demorulized— Southern industry 
was paralyzed—by the transition from an old to 
a new system. The Soutb lauguished for a 
time, but the contagion of prosperity was resist- 
less. Her cotton-fields, as if quickened to re- 
newed vigor by the blood shed in their heroic 
detense, blossomed with an increased yield of a 
staple for which the markets of the world were 
. The war taxation, continued in peace, 
filled the Treasury to overflowing. The people, 
Husned with victory, radiant with Joy at the re- 
turn of peace and the preservation of the Union, 
prosperous and contented, were not disposed to 
vestion the motives of their servants, or to 
grumble if expenditures were not reduced. 
The time was auspivious and the opportunity 
favorable for extravagant expenditures by the 
Post-Office Department. 

THE FALSE AND VICIOUS THEORY 


that the postal fund could be properly charged 
with subsidies for the development of commerce 
on theShich seus,or the encouragement of pri- 
vate enterprise on land, had zealous advocates 
in the Department and in The men 
who profited by the iil-judged liberality, the 
criminal waste of the pubiic money, swarmed 
about the balis of legislation, and in the midst 
ot the political excitemgnat and confusion inci- 
dent to the AdministraGon of Andrew Jobuson. 
were enabied to lobby through many schemes 
which the sober judgment of the country bas 
since pronounced unmitigated evils. It was 
during this period thut the practice of 
STRAW BIDDING 
unblushingly prevailed, and increased largely 
the cost of star mail service in the Western 
States and Territories. The combination of 
contractors, who then dominated the Depart- 
ment aud defied the law, not only robbed the 
Government, but their evil influence is felt to 
this day. The extension of the mail service was 
unquestionably far in advance of the actual 
needs of the country. The enormous pay for 
fast daily service over many long star routes 
was in reality a subsidy or bounty to the pro- 
prietors of stage lines. The excuse for se 
excessive expenditures was that the develop- 
mentof the country was accelerated and civ- 
ilizawon advanced thereby. Admitting this to be 
true, for the sake of argument, it is question- 
able whether the good accomplished in the re- 
mote regions of the West compensated for the 
positive evil which resulted bere from the 
DEGRADATION OF OFFICIAL MORALS. 

It is a fact, which cannot be denied. that the 
scandals attending the administration of the 
Post-Office Departinent during the past quarter 
of a century bave been very serious in their con- 
sequences. The responsibility for this evil rests 
largely upon the legisiative branch of the Gov- 
ernment, because the power to remedy it could 
have been éxerted at any time. 


RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF SOUTHERN 
SERWICE. 


The refstablishment of mail service ju the 
Southern States after the War increased consid- 
erably the expenditures of the department, and 
the revenues were not increased in the same 
proportion. There was a diminution of the re- 
ceipts in 1866, and but a slight increase in 1807. 
The expenditures in 1867 exceeded the revenues 
by nearly $4.000,000, or more than one-fifth of 
the total receipts. In 1876, a decade later, thé 
deficiency had not diminished, the percentage 
still being the same. From that time, however, 
the increase of the revenues has been large, and 
in 1880 the deficiency was —— 10 per cent of the 
revenues. This was accomplished by the nat- 
ural growth of the country and not by any ef- 
fort to econamize. 


THE POST-OFFICE SHOULD 
SUSTAINING. 
The country has reached, that stage in the 
progress of its material development where, it 
seems to me, an effort ought to be made to bring 
the credit and debit sides of the department's 
balance sheet nearer together. All or vearly all 
the long anti expensive star routes bave been 
superseded by railroad service. The cost 
of the star service ought therefore to 
rapidly decrease in the Western States 
and ‘Territories. A careful and impartial ex- 
umination of the star service made during the 
past summer Satisfiea the Department that large 
reductions could be made without causing any 
inconvenience to the sections of country sup- 
plied thereby. In this connection I respectfully 
call attention to that portion of the very able 
report of the Second Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, which deals with the star service. He says: 


New service has been established, and increased 
trips have been ordered on routes believed to require 
additional factlities, while routes believed to be use- 
less have been discontinued, others reduced in trips, 
curtalied in distance, and diminisbed in expedition. 
‘The reduction of 4.90 miles in excess of the number 
embraced in the increase of 4% routes has been ac- 
eomplished only by careful investigation touching 
the needs of the people inthe section of country af- 
fected.6«A part, however, of the decrease is dae to 
the extension of railroad routes, which superseded a 
portion of the star service. in certain instances it 
was ascertained that increased tripsand expedited 
scheduies had not been 7 by contractors 
after the orders an allowances therefor, 
and in but few instances have the people upon 
the routes made complaint As far as can 
be ascertained the orders reducing this service have 
not caused embarrassmen, and in a few cases, to 
those citizens directly interested in the routes, the 
first information: that any increased trips or speed 
had been ordered was contained in the notices of dis- 
conténuance. 

REDUCTION IN STAR AND STEAMBOAT SERV- 
ICE IN 1881. 

The total reduction made during the last fiscal year 
in the star service was $655,832 per annum, but some 
of the orders did not take effect tillthe beginning of 
the present fiscal year. The net reduction, allowing 
for new and increased service. during the last fisca! 
year was $4,144. The aggregate reduction of the coat of 
steamboat service for the last fiscal year was $252.4, 
from which is to be deducted the cost of increased 
service. Sa, Cn, making the net reduction $1,444. Thus 
lar in the present fiscal year reductions amounting to 
701,561 bave been made in the star service. The 
si\eamboOut service during the same time has been re- 
duced Gl. % There have been increases in the cost 
of the star service to the extent of $164,507; and of 
steamboat service to the amount of 88.50. The net 
reductions from July 1to Oct. dl, in the star and 
steam boat service, are $532,257. These results may be 
summarized as follows:

A minute investigation into alleged 
ABUSES IN THE STAR-ROUTE SERVICE 

was instituted by direction of the late [lresi- 
dent, and is still being prosecuted. The Post- 
Office Department has codperated, and will con- 
tinue to coéverate, with the Department of Jus- 
tice in this investigation. Noone who has not 
been directiy concerned in the matter can fully 
appreciate the magnitude ef the undertaking, 
the mass of record evidence examined, the difh- 
culties of a personal investigation in sparsely- 
settled territories, and the results attained by 
the patient and intelligent labors of the Inspec- 
tors Of this department. There can be nodoubdt, 
from the facts already ascertained, that the ex- 
isting statutes leave the way open to great 
#buses, and that there is abundant ground for 
asking a judicial investigation of the transac- 
tions of the last few years. . 

The one serious difficulty in the way of bring- 
ing back the department toa self-sustaining 
busis is the 
CONSTANTLY INCKEASING COST OF THE 

RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 

This increase during the past fiscal year was 
$187.446. I regret to say that there is a deficiency 
of $476,155 fur this branch of the service for the 
fiscal year ended June . 1881. which must be 
provided for, and also that there must be an in- 
creased appropriation for the same service of 
$1,097,319 for tne fiseal year ending June 30, 1882. 
The estimate for the fiscal year ending June 3, 
1883, for the railway service is $10,655,000. There 
bus recently been an unprecedented growth of 
railroads, and this accounts largely for the enor- 
mous increase of the cost of the railway service. 
There were up to June 30, 1881, 5.221.581 miles of 
new service on which the pay under the law was 
readjusted; and from July 1 to Oct. 18 new 
service was established on 3,352 miles of new 
road. It is estimated that there will be between 
Oct. 18. 1881, and June 3J, 1882, 5,000 miles of new 
service to be added. These figures, however, do 
not represent the entire cost of the railway mail 
service. The pay for postal cars and special fa 
cilities for fast mail must be added. The cost 
of these two items for the fiscal year ended June 
aU, 1°81, wus as foilows:

The actual payment for the railway-mail 
service during the fiscal year, 1881, was there- 
fore $11,411, 120.0. The cost for the current ‘is- 
cal year will be $12,006.60], and the estimates fur 
inti are $13,181,001. The enormous growth of 
railrouds in 1880 and 1881, and their anticipated 
increase of mileage in the near future, will ac- 
count for a ereatportion of the augmented cost 
of the service. But there are o@ber causes which 
must also be taken into consideration. The in- 
crease in the weigat of the mail transported by 
the trunk lines bas been unparaileied, and the 
inaxXimum does not appear to gave been reached. 
The legitimate function of the postal service is 
uudoubtedly to transmit intelligence and diffuse 
koowledge. If this were the sole requirement 
of the service now the present cost of the rail- 
way-mail service could not be juastitied. But it 
is not; Congress saw fit a few years to

rates for third and fourth class mat- 
ter are not only unremtnerative. but the wis- 
dom of requiring the Government to become a 
carrier of merchandise is very questionable. 
REDUCTION OF LETTER POSTAGE 
from three to two cents will be possible within 
ture years. I believe this reduction could be 
accom piished without the * dimiuu- 
tion of receipts which followed the adoption of 
three-cent postage in 1851. The people bave 
show, their appreciation of cheap postage. 
introduction of the postal-card, instead of di- 
minisbing the receipts, has on the whole largely 
increased them. Tworcent pos would, I be- 
lieve, after one or two years’ trial, produce the 
same result. It is my deliberate judgment that 
two-cent postage is feasible in the near future. 
I would favor it evenif the rates of postage on 
third and fourth ciass matter had to be in- 
creased. The great muss of the people are in- 
terested in cheap letter-postage. Tbe propor- 
tion of those benefited by the unremunerative 
rates on third and fourth class matter is com- 
paratively smail. Moreover, the people whoare 
benefited could afford to pay more liberally for 
the advantages extended to them. The bulk 
and weight of third and fourth class matter adds 
80 largely to the cost of transporting the maiis 
that all the profit realized from letter- postage is 
thereby absorbed. If these classes of matter 
contributed proportionately, two-cent postage 
would at once assured. if the Government 
is to be a common carrier, ought it to be com- 
pelled to lose money thereby? Ought the many 
who are interested in cheap letter-postage 
taxed for the benefit of the few who are con- 
cerned for iow rates on third and fourth class 
matter? ad 
IMPROVEMENT OF MAIL COMMUNICATION 
WITH MEXICO. 


The comparativel nt growth of com- 
mercial mioing and railway interests in Mexico, 
largely augmented by the capital and enterprise 
of citizens of Abe United States, together with 
the reduction 6f postage rates effected the 
adhesion of Mexico to the Universal tal 
Union, while contributing to an extensive in- 
crease of the mails exchanged with that coun- 
try, have at the same time developed the neces- 
sity for increased mail facilities. Correspond- 
ence in relation to the subject. bad with the 
Mexican post department, has shown that that 
Government is reudy to codperate with this 
department in remedying any existing defects, 
ana in effecting such necessary improvements 
of interior mail service on both sides as will 
secure more rapid and frequent exchanges of 


mails between the two countries. A cousider- 


able increase of frontier exchanges has been 
already effected, and by these and other border 
exchanges which are in process of arrangement, 
and will shortiy go into operation, the large and 
more populous districts of Mexico Wili be placed 
in m frequent communicauon by overiand 
routes, via the frontier, with the U aited States. 

Owing to tbe peculiar organization of the 
Mexican postal service, which commits to the 
several States the inauguration and wodifica- 
tion of mail services within them, it bas been 
found that arrangements by correspondence 
relative to this subject have been protracted and 
tedious, propositions of this character submit- 
ted to the central administration at Mexico re- 
quiring reference to the State organizations in- 
terested betore defiuit conclusions in regard 
thereto could be reached. This difficulty, and 
the necessity for an early improvement, par- 
ticularly in the overiand mail communications, 
which shall be at once comprebensive and me- 
thodical, bas suggested the advisability of ef- 
fecting desired modifications by means of a 
commission to be sent from this department to 
Mexico for that purpose. 

THE FREE DELIVERY SYSTEM. 

The appropriation for this service was $2,500,- 
000, an increase of $85,000 over that of the pre- 
ceding year. The total cost of the service was 

2.400, 911.54, leaving an unexpeoded balance of 
$588.46. The increase in the cost of the service 
over that of the previous year was $156,218.40. 
This increase was owing to the extensibn of the 
service to additional cities as authorized by the 
act of Feb. 21, 1879, and to the appointmeut of 
additional letter-carriers to improve its et- 
ficiency where aiready in operation. 

The service wus extended during the year to 
Leadville, Colo., Manstield, O., Meriden, Conn., 
Richmond, Ind., and Zanesville, O. 

The operations of this branch of the service 
during the last fiscal year are presented in de- 
tail with the accompanying report of the First 
Assistant Postmuaster-General. From the tabu- 
lar statement inciuded therein it will be seen 
that there has been an increase during the year 
of more than 84,000,000 in the number of letters 
and other articles of mail matter delivered and 
collected by carriers, and of $24,555.25 in the 
receipts from local postage; those receipts ex- 
ceeding the cost of the service by $779,658.25. 
This exhibit furnishes in itself a sufficient rea- 
son for the increase in the estimate of appro- 
priation for free-delivery service over the esti- 
mate for the same purpose submitted in the 
last annual report of my predecessor. That, in 
cities covering so large an extent of territory asto 
render frequent communication by post between 
their residents a necessity, the employment of 
a sufficient number of cirriers to insure et- 
ticiency in such service results in large profit to 
the department, is a fact that bas been amply 
demonstrated by experience. 

It has been observed in connection with the 
establishment of street letter-boxes (from which 
collections are made by the Postmaster or his 
clerks) at couvenient points in towns where vo 
letter-carriers are employed, that a marked in- 
crease in the number of letters posted for ma- 
ing bas invariably followei—a proof that fur- 
nishing the means whereby correspondence may 
be readily and conveniently deposited acts as an 
incentive to the writing letters which would 
otherwise have remained unwritten. 

The receipts for loc‘! postage at the larger 
Pust-olfices have enabled the department to 
show in several successive anuualt reports that 
the free-delivery service, as a whole, has be- 
come a source of revenue instead of an item of 
expense. 

In tue face of a record which shows that every 
dollar expended at points where an extensive 
local postat business is transacted returns so 
large a protit, it is diflicult to perceive bow an 
argument can be made against appropriation 
for the service at those points to any reasonable 
extent that may be asked. The increase in the 
receipts of the free-delivery offices during the 
past year bas been 17 per cent. 

I have felt no hesitation in pressing the claims 
of the free-delivery branch of the service with 
some urgency,for the reason that the advan- 
tages which I believe will result from an allow- 
ance sufficient to provide for an extension of 
its operations will not be contined-to any partic- 
ular city, nor to any séction of the country, but 
will be shared by the business community and 
the general public in qvery portion of the land. 

The successful operation of our postai service 
is a matter in which the entire Nation is inter- 
ested. I venture to hope that the utmost liber- 
ality will be exercised by Congress in its appro- 
priations for that branch of the service, the rev- 
enues from which so largely aid in reducing the 
present deficiency. — 

' ARRESTS AND CONVICTIONS. 

There were 461 arrests made durmg the year. 
Of this number 44 cases were prosecuted in the 
United States courts, and thirty-seven in the 
courts of the several States in which the arrests 
were made, Of the former. 188 persons were 
cgpvicted, twenty-six were acquitted, tbree 
es®aped, tive torfeited bail, gong Ne pro- 
ceedings were dismissed, one was killed while 
resisting arrest. and 177 await trial; thirty bigh- 
waymen were arrested and prosecuted in United 
States courts.

tent. The public service is c. pubiic trust to 
which every citizen may p aspi 
public interest plainly demands that admission 
to it should not depend upon personal favor, be- 
cause such favor cannot well be impart 
because a system of appointment by 
fluence may be readily perverted to the promo- 
tion of private interests and personal ambition. 
Appointment by influence naturally results in 

the tenure of office depend not 
upon fidelity and efiliciency m the dis- 
ch of official duty, but upon the 
assiduous cultivation of the favor of a ingen 
Such a tenure is incompatible with seif- 
respect of the incumbent, and the service must 
necessarily suffer from the decline of its morale. 
But the evil consequences cannot be limited to 
the public service; they affect all poilftical ac- 
tion, the purity and vigor of the Government. 
and the National character itself. The question, 
therefore, is one of far higher im ance than 
that of the comparative fitness of clerks in the 
employment of the Government, and really con- 
cerns the character and success of republican 
institutions. 

The rst step, in my judgment, toward the re- 
lief of the appointing officers and the promotion 
of the greater efficiency and economy of the 
civil service would be a metbod of minor ap- 
pointment, which should be independent of per- 
soual or ee eee In some important 
Governmento of which I have nad personal 
knowledge, such a sy@em is already ir opera- 
tion. In those minor appointménts 
are determined solely by proper qualifi- 
tions, ascertained by —2— testa ope 
to all applicants upon equal terms. The great 
success which has attended this method of se- 
lection proves its practicability, while the good 
results, both in the service in the character 
of the officers thus selected, demonstrates its 
value. The extension of this method under 
uniform conditions is earnestly to be desired, 
both to correct familiar evils in the public 
service itself and to remove the still graver 
evils which spring from them. 

In my opinion, the same general principles 
should vern the selection and retention of 
employés in this department. The public is 
best served by honest, experienced and com- 

tent officers, ana changes, therefore, should 

made carefully and only for reasons affect- 
ing official conduct. My views upon tbis subject 
are the result of prolonged official experience, 
and Iam perguaded that the practical applica- 
tion of these principles would promote public 
5 increase the economy and efficiency of 
the public service, and assuage the fury of 
party spirit, against which Washington warned 
the couutry as its chief peril.
